In general German Criminal procedure was followed but 
exceptions were allowed when the court was of the opinion 
that quick administration of justice required some 
divergence from tie formal regulations.

On Marcji 3rd, 1941, - that is, after tho pogrom of 
December 194-0 and after the first deportations - the 
German Governor of the Krakow district issued an order 
ordering ail Jews living outside Podgorze to leave their 
dwellings and move to the few streets in that suburb set 
aside for the newly -create 1 Ghetto. The poorest and 
filt. iest st re ta of Podgorze - the Jozefinska, the Lwow&ks, 
the Brodzinska and Salinarna - were converted into a Ghetto, 
and all non-Jewish residents of those streets were given 
until March 20th to vacate their hones and move to other 
districts. The Jews were permitted to take along only 
62j lbs, of their possessions, and had to hand over the 
rest to the German Trust Office, The Judenrat undertook 
to distribute Jews in the dwelling places so that at 
least a window for light and air should be available for 
every three persons. The Ghetto was guarded by German 
police who barred non-Jews IV ora entering it, and Jews 
from leaving its precincts except under guard on the way 
to forced labor.

The burning of the corpses had begun already at the time 
of tlve full functioning of the camp. At T reblinka there were 
no crematoria with furnaces, hut there was a primitive arran- 
gement of grates made from rails placed on supports of rciti- 
iorccd concrete, which could hold 2.500 corpses. Mechanical 
excavators were u>cd for digging the pits and later for the 
exhumation of the corpses.

The treatment of the victims was as follows: the railway 
trains arrived at the station at Treblinka. As the branch 
line could not take more than 20 wagons at once, the -rains 
were divided, each section in turn being drawn by an 
engine on to the extension line leading to the camp Here the 
S’s-men and l 'krainians w ere standing reads with arms and 
whips, and after opening the wagons they drove the Jews 
brutally forward, livery thing had to be done in the quickest 
possible time. The unwilling and those who were To., slow 
were shot. At the same time Jewish workers removed corpses 
and baggage from the w agons and cleaned them out 

We must hear in mind that the victims travelled in locked 
cars meant for the transport of freight, and especially on bad 
lavs, owing to evercrou ding (often as many as 2nn persons 
i.i one ear) the weaker ones died before their arrival at ti e 
camp. 

After leaving the cars the victims were driven along with 
blows and shouts to the enclosure, where the men were 
separated from the women and children Old people, the sick. 
..nd aban hmed children were directed thence to the lazaret 
where they were shot 

A small number of the men were then selected for sv rk in 
the camp, while others were sent to the adjoining labour camp 
After a short time they also died wholesale.

Ati accurate calculation of the number of victims is at 
present mpo bli It will be remembered that I rtblinka 
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ceased its activities in the autumn of 1043. so that the Merman 
authorities had enough time to wipe out the traces of their 
crimes. I he most reliable method of counting the number of 
victims is bv counting the number of train-loads The figure- 
based on the dimensions of the- gas chambers give no guaran 
tec whatever of accuracy, as we do not know firstly. Ivw 
often the gas chambers were used, and secondly, the number 
of people who. on an average, were gassed at any one time 
In establishing the number of train loads, the commission 
based its findings .>n the evidence given by the witnesses, lay 
ing special stress on the statements of the railway worker- 
and on the railway records from Trchlinka station, which 
are in the possession of the commission of enquiry 

I lie most active period seems t > have been from August 
to the middle of December . l‘M2. During that time we mav 
assume one daily train load as unquestionable according to 
the evidence of the railway-workers. Indeed four witnesses 
put the figure at two per day. After that, from the middle 
of January to the middle of May, 1943, the average was prob 
bahlv one a week, borne of the witnesses put tnc figure at 
three. 

The average number of wagons in a transport was 3o through 
sometimes, as the railway records showed, it was as many 
as 5b. 

The total number of wagon-loads of victims from August 
: 1 1 '4 J. to May 15. 1943. may be taken, with some certainty 

to have been 7,550. 

In the later period, from the railway records; the list of 
the wagons for Augu-t 17. 1043; a telegram ot August 1H. 194. \ 
and a document entitled FahrplunorJnun g .Yr. 2'>0 sent from 
I rcMinka station by the Reichsbahndirektion /vfimgsbcrg, the 
number of train-loads could he established quite accurately 
In the above-mentioned Fahrplunordnun^ we read among 
ather things; Zur Abbeforderunu son Aussledlern verkehren 
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ivluciidc Sander t age von Bitilystok naclt Mulkinia. Zicl Ire 
blinkj. from which it may he concluded that after the revolt 
the follow me train load', were brought in: on Aug. 27. 1943.

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The extermination camp at ( hclmno Was a typical death 
camp, i. c. a place designed exclusively tor killing all win 
were brought there. The only ones to hi saved were a sinai. 
croup ot workers selected by the Germans tor work connected 
with their criminal activities. 

I he extermination camp at ( itclmno demands special atten- 
tion. because durinc the German occupation only a very tew 
people in Poland ever knew ot its existence and the hundred* 
ot thousands of its victims.

1 his site the German occupation authorities selected ! 
their extermination camp. The park was enclosed by A lii-T 
wooden fence which concealed everything that went on 
behind it The local inhabitants were expelled from the 
v ill a tie. only a few workers being left to do the necessary jabs. 

Inside the enclosure were two buildings, the small country 
house and an old granary, besides which the Germans eons- 
t rutted two wooden hutments. The whole enclosure where 
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hundred of thousands of people were done to death measured 
■nly 2 ha (5 acres*. 

Those who were brought here for destruction, were convinced 
till the vers last moment that flies were to he employed on 
fortification work in the l ast. They were told that before 
ci linci further they would have a hath, and that their clothes 
would he disinfected. Immediately after their arrival at the 
camp they were taken to the large hall of the house, where 
the\ were told to undress, and then they were driven along 
a corridor to the front door, where a large lorry, fitted 
op as a cas-chamher. was standing I his. they were told, was 
to t ke them to the hath Iuui-e When the lorrv was full, the 
door was locked, the engine started, and carbon monoxide 
was introduced into the interior through a specially constructed 
exhaust pipe After 4 3 minutes, when the encs and struggles 

.it the suffocating victims were heard no more, the lorry was 
driven to the wood. 4 km (2' - miles) aw ay. which was enclosed 
with .< Inch fence and surrounded with outposts. Here the 
corpses were unloaded anil buried, and afterwards burnt in

The aim of the C helmno camp was the extermination of 
the .lews Irom the W.trthcgau. i. e. the part of Poland, which 
consisted of the I’hW province (Aoivodship) of Po/nania. almost 
the whole province of Ldd/., and a part of the province "t 
Warsaw, inhabited altogether bv 4.>HMMHI people (including 
4'O.II(Ml .lews ) 

The camp was established in November. 1941. 1 he exter- 
mination process began on December \ with the ghetto po 
pulation of the cities and towns of the Warthegau, first from 
the neighbouring k ilo, Dgbie, Sorapolno, Klodawa and many- 
other places, and later from f.ddz itself. 
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The first Jews arrived at Chcimno from Lodz in the middle 
of January. 1942. From that time onwards an average of looo 
a day was maintained, with short intermissions, till April, 1943 

Besides those who were brought by rail, others were deliv 
cred at the camp from time to time in cars, hut such were 
comparatively rare. Besides those from Poland there were 
also transports of Jews from Germany. Austria. France. Bel 
gium, Luxemburg and Holland; as a rule the Ldd/ ghetto 
served as a distribution centre The total number of Jews 
from abroad amounted to about 16.000. 

Besides the 'OO.IIUII Jews from the Warthegau about S.IXIII 
Gipsies and about a tl ousand Poles and Russian prisoner*, of 
war were murdered at (’helmno. But the execution of the 
latter took place mostly at night. They were taken straight to 
tlie wood, and shot.

Idle Polish Jews were mostly assembled in the iar.er and 
smaller towns. The census of PA U showed that 77 of the 
Polish Jews lived in the cities, and only 2d in the count r\ 
According to Seraphim, in the middle of PJJO SS' of the Jewish 
population in the Genera! Gouvernement were living in the 
towns. 

Phis urbanization and concentration of the Jew s* was vcr> 
convenient for the Germans, and facilitated their policy of per 
sedition. At the time of the outbreak of war the Jewish popu 
hit ion was scattered over the w hole of Poland in about 100U 
urban and rural localities. It was to the advantage of the 
t icnnuns that at the end of 1 M4 J. when the large scale ex- 
terminations began, the Jews were already concentrated at 
a number of points in not more than 34 urban settlements, tu 
which they had been deported from the country districts, 

I his tendency to concentrate the Jews in big urban centres 
( Zusammenbaltung) is more obvious it we analyse the grow th 
"f several of the larger Jewish communities in Polish territory . 
I he most typical examples is Warsaw, where the Germans organ- 
ised a super-Ghctto. At the end of October PAW (the registra- 
tion carried out by the Jewish community in Warsaw on Oct

In normal conditions the statistical outline of the demo 
graphic development would not be complete without the re^i- 
tration of population movements But in our case. Jewish 
migrations have a special character: these migrations were 
compulsory, and were accompanied by loss of properly, health, 
and often life. We cannot speak of any natural movement of 
the Jewish population, as the number of deaths rose to an 
incredible decree, and the birth-rate fell catastrophically till 
finally there were no more births at all

All these measures — restriction of rights. ghettoes. starva- 
tion. labour camps and terrorism, were causing large casualties 
among the Jewish population, but did not result in their 
complete extirpation. A plan had already been hatched in the 
minds of the leaders of the Third Reich before the outbreak of 
war with Russia At the outset of the Russian ( arnpaign Hitler 
and lfs adMsers decided first of all to destroy the Jewish 
population in the area overrun. Later this plan was extended 
to the Jews of Poland, and afterwards to those of burope m 
general.

Mu soldiers _ t up exhibitions . >t Jewish refugees, often 
ne.ifng and robbing th.em. and in many cases shooting them 
otren they would drive together a great crowd of Jewish 
rv '.igces. several thousands in number, and put them in quaran 
c A I er being detained in locked premises without food or 


drink, the Jews were finally released, with rude mockery, bar., 
footed and nearly naked. W hen they at last returned home, 
new troubles awaited them. In most cases their shops and flats 
had been plundered, and in consequence they '.ink to the lowest 
depths ot misery. In some localities the Germans re arrested 
them, for try ing to escape, and treated them as enemies ot the 
New Order' (see kalisz Hluck liuok p. f>). 

Although the idea of exterminating the Jewish population 
was accepted hy the Nazis clearly and without any amhigui: . 
long before the outbreak of war. the Germans persisted in 
hypucrital attempts to deceive their victims. They tried to 
lull the vigilance of the Jews, giving lavish promises vvhicn 
they did not intend to keep. Thus the German officers sent 
to discuss terms for the capitulation of Warsaw gave a promise 
that not a single hair should fall from the heads of the Jewish 
population. This assertion was repeated by wireless in good 
taith hy the Mayor of Warsaw. St. Sturzynski. liven Field 
Marshall and Gommandcr-in-Ghief W alter von Brauchitsch in 
In'- 'pcech delivered over the wireless on Sep. -4. 1939. assured 
the Polish Jews that they need have no anxiety about their 
fate: and General Blaskowitz. Commander of the forces 
besieging Warsaw, issued a proclamation on Sep. 3<l. 1930 
which was posted up in the streets of Warsaw, repeating the 
same assertion and ordering the Jews to return quietly to 
their occupations. 

None of these promises was kept hy the Germans, even 
temporarily. 

From the first moment of the German invasion fierce attack' 
on the Jews began. In the first weeks of the German occupation 
their outrages already showed all the elements of the future 
German extermination policy, save onlv perhaps the ga>- 
chambcrs and crematoria.

rile amount and conditions of payment and the penalties 
if they were not paid were enormous. Each local authority 
demanded its own according to its individual whim. In some 
localities contributions had to he paid in instalments. Sometimes 
thev were very high, amounting to tens of millions of zlotys. 

Besides money the Germans demanded gold, and articles of 
value, silver and jewellery, which they extorted by terrorism, 
beating and tortures. Hostages were taken, but were nil 
released after the contribution had been paid. It the sum 
demanded was not raised in time, employees and members of 
the Jewish Council would be shot, and hostages taken: or the 
defaulters were sent to concentration camps. I mm the findings 
of the local German authorities there was no appeal, for there 
was no law to protect the Jews. 

I'he Germans did not limit themselves to the theft of Jewish 
property During the first weeks of their invasion they organ 
iscd pogroms in almost every Polish town and city, giving 
model lessons in the market places before audiences which 
were gathered by force from the non Jewish population. During 
these lessons the Jews were ill treated, derided and finally 
died (at Siedliszeze. Minsk Mazovviecki. Wegrow. Kadziejow 
etc.).

An addition to the above decree was proclaimed through 
loud speakers in the streets of Warsaw, affirming briefly that 
a tlerman policeman has the ri^ht to shoot anyone in the 
street who appears suspicious to him".

Called .MoC/ydlu. where were 
already several hundred people; and there with shouts and 
threats they divided us into groups. After some time four 
people were c: lied out. then twenty five. At the entrance, they 
were ordered to give up their watches. After a moment we 
heard shots As there was no fighting near hy we knew that 
an execution was taking place near ns the well-known sound 
of machine gun lire was heard, and later single shots. 

I here was no doubt that those who had been led out had 
been shot, being a priest. 1 told those present the fate that 
probably awaited us and gave them absolution.

But what has been s.-.id 
is enough abundantly to justify the conclusion that German 
legislation was designed consistently to exclude the Poles from 
the confines of civilized life and reduce them in every sphere 
from the role of subjects to that of objects in the eyes d tlm 
law. to he treateil by the German authorities as they in their 
caprice might think fit. 

Such is the picture as scon by a lawyer. It is. however, 
by the nature of things very one-sided. For the provisions of 
a statute are merely postulates put forward by the lawgiver 
bis will. For an historical appraisal it is necessary further to 
take account of the interpretation and application even them 
in practice. For every legal provision eotnes to life i *iK as it 
is executed. 

Here jurisprudents have not \.t siiii their hot word. It will 
he Ions* yet before a full account can be given, by history 
statistics, sociology, or medicine, of the devastation wrought 
among the Polish people by the above-described .complex ot 
special ordinances. One thing, however, is already certain 
and that is what has been asserted by the Germans tlu msclves. 

At the beginning of 1"H attention was drawn in Germ my 
to the catastrophic fall in production in the Germi.n war in- 
dustry in t'pper Silesia, particularly in factories employing 
almost exclusively Poles The 1 pper Silesian Institute of 
Peon, tnic Research accordingly made careful, methodical 
inv estivations into the causes A questionnaire circulated 
.Hu -r>_; s, line scores of interested firms, together v ith exact 
observations carried out on the spot, provided the Institute 
with n ate rial for a comprehensive report, thr, wing light on 
all the possible causes of the phenomenon. The conclusions 
reached may be summed up as follows: Pr wluction had fallen 
and would continue i" i 'U because the Polish employees wore 
the brink of physical and moral exhaustion. The writer ot 
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ihc report. who looked at the problem, only with the 
cold L-yi of the economist, and is at pains repeatedly 
to point out that he put*. aside all humanitarian 
v nv.Jerationv nevertheless draws a unique picture of 
misery ( Elendsberichf ), and hesitates only as to whether

T' • special ordinances 
against the Pol. s sl owed them- Ax c- in the sequel ev en Jr m 
the ( rcrman point < f view a huge political and economic 
blunder. It is centrally known that the violent deportations 
undertaken by the Germans, particularly when they applied v 
the rural population, threw the whole economic life of the 
regions affected into disorder. It lt.nl t> be built up ace. in by 
the efforts of Germans, themselves deported from the ,e •' 
who had first t<> accustom themselves to the difficult h e 
conditions, which meant experimentation and consequent 
economic loss, i lad it not been for the consequent enormous 
fall in the productivity of agriculture, there would have been 


no shortage of bread under the occupation either for the 
natives or for the occupying Power. German economists under- 
stood this very well and therefore did not cease to urge upon 
the politicians the* neeessit' tor protecting the Poles as an 
indispensable labour force. By 1044 and 1 4 4 the effects of 
Germany s mistaken policy were beginning to recil upon its 
originators, as the above-quoted 1 pper-Silesian rep. rt -Imws. 
hut it was then too late ■.> turn back. The economic blunder 
just described was equalled in its absurdity by the political one 
of entering into a conflict with the whole Polish people. 

It v.s therefore no imperious necessity which impelled the 
Germans alone that road, hut causes entirely different: 
retaliation for the Polish risings of PMs 21 in 1 pper Silesia 
ami Great Poland: impotent race at the failure to Germanize 
the Poles during the peri d of the Partitions, and fear of the 
t: itural course of history, which threatened the German 
conquests made at the expense ot the Slavs in what till recently 
was the east of Germany. 

So much tor facts and their chain of causation. It remains 
to appraise them. 1 irst as the victims saw them. The Germans 
turned the whole system of their special ordinances' against 
the Polish nation in the incorporated area: a system which pur 
the Poles outside the pale of civilized society. Did the Poles 
admit themselves to be bound by these in junctions? Did they 
accept them as legal and right? 

The interest in law. the awareness of it and the feeline f> r 
if. arc very deeply rooted in the Polish people. This phe 
nomcnon dates from as early as the sixteenth century, when 
every Pole of quality took an active part in the enactment 
of general laws. The Polish people, brought up in the spirit 
ot ( hristian civilization and in the deep love of liberty and 
of the freedom of the individual, has a deeply rooted feeling 
for that inviolable province ot the mind and conscience into 
which the State may not penetrate, lienee the special ordin- 
ances introduced bv the Germans were generally regarded.

Tliev are the instruments of crime disguised a> l.aw; crime 
the more shocking that ir was planned in cold blood and 
executed to the last detail. I’liere have been great crimes and 
bloody occupations in history before, but tliev were unpremed- 
itated I’lie years W.Vf 43 were unparalleled in their horror 
Tile ere.. tors of these instruments have alrc.uh met. or will 
meet, the fate they deserve. Hut an enormous number of 
instigators, abettors and executants arc 'til! at large. 

Thousands of Germans took delight in giving effect to the 
special legislation against the Poles This legislation was the 
instrument of a crime which has all the characteristics of 
"nation murder ’.

The following evidence refers to- the destruction of bodies 
of victims of the Na/i terror. 

The evidence of Walcnty Dudek from Oborniki describes 
the activity of a German detachment which was entrusted 
with burning bodies in the Oborniki district 

"On December IS. 1943, about SO German policemen took 
quarters in the hotel. They said they were "Sunder k.mi- 
mando". The detachment was brought in 3 buses from 'O/nao 
Kvery day about 7 o'clock in the morning a lorry and : car 
left the courtyard of the hotel carrying away about 50 men 
They came back in the evening. This kind of traffic lasted till 
the beginning of March, with a short break for Christinas. 
The "Sunder Kommando" had at io disposal an easily com- 
bustible liquid kept in tanks of 2.30 litres capacity and also in 
canisters. In big vessels petrol was kept, no doubt about it 
because of the smell The canisters contained a liquid which 
smelled unpleasantly, somewhat like camphor. 1 noticed once 
that a drop of this liquid, which fell on the floor in the room 
of one of the officers, immediately burnt a small hole. A drun- 
ken German policeman boasted once that i nly the German* 
have such a liquid. Men who took part in the expeditions 
received extra rations of whisky and wine. 1 he weekly ration 
of whisky per man was 2 and 1 « litres. Their food rations 

also were twice as big as normal.

The expelled people were located first in transit camps in 
Zjmosc and Zwierzyniec. where the first phase "f their hitter 
exile began. They were treated like prisoners and kept bevond 
wires, lost con-tact with the outer world. Shortly after f bcir 
arrival the arrested were taken to a special commission vvhi- h 
divided them into the four groups quoted in the previous 
section. The experts in racial matters, examined their hair 
eyes, the shape of skulls, etc., searching for (Merman features 
and made special stamps in the tiles. Medical inspection was 
made by dr. Rcmbacz. who himself had been expelled from 
Skicrhicszbw and detained in camp. People were then led to 
an another barrack where the SS-man Gruncrt worked and 
the segregation was carried out. Here dantesque scenes occur- 
red when parents were separated from their children Gruncrt 
made the segregation on the basis ..f stamps in files. He- beat 
and kicked the mothers who did not let the Germans take 
their children.

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Thu camp m. t tip hy the Germans in Sobibor (in the Govern- 
ment-General) had been used for the m. ss extermination of 
Jews fr m various parts of Europe. This statement and those 
contained below arc based on the evidence gathered by the 
Polish War Crimes Commission. This evidence includes irt- 
\ estimations made on the -pi t and depositions of witnesses. 

( Jewish prisoners of tlu s >bibor eamn end many Poles, mostlv 
railway men). 

The camp was situated in the district of Wlodawa. province 
of Lublin, close to the Sobibor railway station, on the line 
Chelm Wlodawa Br/esc The northern. southern and western 
sides of the surrounding district and die northern and western 
sides of the camp proper were covered with pine trees. Alone 
the eastern side ran the above-mentioned railway line, from 
which a short sidimi lead to the campsite. Survey taken durine 
the WGC investigations showed that the area of the camp was 
about 58 hectares (a little le-s than 150 acres). 

* 

The Germans betjan to build the c.mp in March 1042, the 
work heinc carried out hy a Cane of Jews brought to the spot 
from ncidihourine localities and by a detachment of the auxi- 
liary Ukrainian forces. 'Phis camp was under the supervision 
of an SS-m. n, named Thumalla. The building containing the 
eas chambers was one of the first structures erected in the 
camp. This made the exterminatory acrion possible by the 
beJinnine of May 1WJ2. 

This action was continued til! trie middle of October 1943, 
when a revolt of the Jewish workers broke out. during which 
a score <4 SS-mcn and l krainian euard were killed. As a result 
a number of prisoners succeeded in escaping (the Jewish 
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witnesses who cave evidence before the W ar Crimes Commis- 
sion, belonged to this croup that escaped). Shortly after the 
revolt, in November 1 ‘>43. the camp was liquidated. 


The camp was divided into two main parts. The larger part 
served for what might roughly be termed, administrative 
purposes. It consisted of two departments, one composed of 
camp offices, barracks for the crew and the workers, work- 
shops, etc., and the other, a place for the victims to undress 
and the storerooms for their belongings. The smaller one. the 
extermination camp proper, included the building with the gas 
chambers, a place where the corpses were being burnt, and the 
harr cks for the Jewish workers employed there. The number 
of barracks alone (in the both parts) was about twenty. 

As for the extermin. tion chambers no precise data could 
be obtained. The reason i> that none of the witnesses who were 
prisoners were employed in the gas-chamber building, and it 
must be borne in mind that workers employed in the larger 
part of the camp were not permitted to enter the smaller one, 
where the extermination chamber was situated. 

On the basis of such evidence os has been available one may 
conclude that the extermination chambers, (probably .5 with 
a space for about 500 persons), were situated in a building 
with stone inside-walls and wooden outside-walls. The victims 
were killed with combustion gas produced by a motor placed 
in the s. me building and connected with the chambers by pipe,s. 
I he corpses were pulled out through a door made especially 
lor that purpose and carried to the cremation sites in narrow- 
gauge railway cars. In .Sobibor for the burning of the corpses 
flic crematorium was not used. I he bodies were being put in 
layers on grates made of rails and supported by stone 
foundations. 



The Jews were brought to Sobibor from various directions. 
Since the siding in the camp was short, every train was se- 
parated into several parts, and then one by one were rolled 
on the siding through the camp gate. The rest of the cars 
remained in the Sobibor station guarded by the train escort. 

When the cars were rolled into the camp the victims were 
driven out by incessant blows and shots. Men were separated 
from the women and children, both groups having to undress 
at the same time. Women were then sent to a special barrack 
where barbers cut their hair. There were a large number of 
barbers. After their clothing and other belongings were taken 
away from them, the victims were driven into the extermi- 
nation chambers. According to the statements of witnesses it 
did not take more than some 15 minutes to kill a group of 
about 500 persons. 

Children, old people and the sick, i. e. the ones unable to 
walk to the gas chamber were shot; the purpose of that parti- 
cular measure was to make the driving of victims to the cham- 
bers as smooth as possible. 

According to statements by railway-men, from time to time, 
transports arrived with people already naked. 

*r * * 

In all the Hitlerite extermination camps cremation was re- 
sorted to as a means of obliterating the traces of crimes. The 
same method was used in Sobibor. and the statements of wit- 
nesses contain many references of this. It was extremely diffi- 
cult to conceal the burning of corpses, since the specific smell 
of burnt flesh spread round with the wind and both the smoke 
and the fire were visible from a distance. It should be noted 
that the system of cremation was being perfected while the 
exterminatory action was in full swing. At first the corpses 
were deposited layer upon layer in large ditches, and covered 
with lime. Cremation on a larger scale began in the winter of 
1942 — 45 and continued till the camp xvas liquidated. 
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ilition to railway transports a number of people were brought 
in by motor-cars and carts, as well as by foot. 

Assuming that the exterminatory action, at i's highest peak 
lasted approximately four months (June October 1942) and 
that the average monthly transports in that period was no 
more than 2o. we would have a total of SO transports. For the 
sake of precaution wc accept the number of (>0 transports, i. e. 
the ficure given in the statement of witness Parkola (the Polish 
station-master of Sobibor) whose evidence is the most objective 
and detailed. The number of persons in one transport was 
estimated by witnesses to have varied from 2.000 to 4.000 
persons. Taking 3,000 as the average, 180.000 people were 
brought in 60 transports. Since it is beyond any doubt, that 
the exterminatory action continued until the Rising we may 
without any risk of exaggeration assume that in the period 
between October 1042. and October 1943. the number of 
transports averaged not less than 2 per month, which gives 
2 ' transports for the entire period, i. c.. some 72.000 victims. 

Thus the total number of victims brought in by train was 
about 250,000. not including all those people who reached the 
Sobibor camp on foot, in motor-cars and in carts. (Their 
umber was by no means insignificant, since one of witnesses, 
hv the name of Fajgcnhaum. was driven to the camp in a group 
of siime 4.000 persons).

investigations have proven that the Sobibor camp was used 
mainly as a place for the extermination of Jews from eastern 
Poland as well as from Soviet territories under German oc- 
cupation. It is. however, quite certain that some of the trans- 
ports consisted of Jews from Czechoslovakia, Austria. Holland 
and France The evidence includes a statement by a Dutch 
Jewess, Saartje Wijnbcrg, of Bilthovcn. brought to S bibor 
together with a whole transport of Dutch Jews. Railway man. 
Lobv-jko. dates that often after the passing of a transport, per- 
sonal documents of the victims could be found lying alone 
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the track In addition to a large number of Polish documents 
the witness had seen documents issued in Praha (Prague),

Stutthof v*a> a chief concent r; : on camp with many branches 
scattered about in Pomerania and I ast Prussia. The most im- 
portant were: Laucnhurg. where Ion prisoners "‘ere employed, 
a trainin'! centre tor young S> otf'iecrs; the Troyl shipyard in 
l>.ai/i . where several hundred prisoners worked: tile Gdynia 
shipyard and the Schiehau shipyards in J-.lhhjg; the Moppehill 
briek-i d;i in Kennaiytsfelde near T.lhlag. where several hundred 
prisoners worked in. The camp in Politz. near Stettin. where 
tl.e prisoners w irked in a factory ot synthetic benzine wa- one 
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of the most distant minor camps. There were many other mi- 
nor camps to which only Jews were sent; the most important 
of these were Slup>k railroad-work shops; Krolew sec-railw \.y 
coach factory; Pru-zcz ne.*r Danzig. Brusy near (.hojnice. the 
camp of the A. I . G. in Torun and many smaller camps, often 
placed near military aerodromes. 

These minor-camps were under the highcommand ot the 

niai- camp, prisoners passing through tie hitters registry 
office, with the exception of only a small number of Jews and 
Kussi Ds. 

Working prisoners, were observed from vate.t-low'crs and 
those working outside the camp were guarded by the so-called 
guards chain. There was ..ne guard for every ten pri-* mers 
Guards with specially trained dogs were placed within 
nil metres of one another in places where the undergrowth was 
especially thick. 

There were women atmmi! the camp crew, the SS-Aufsche- 
rinnen. only a few at the beginning, hut tbeir number increased 
n the autumn and summer months of 1944. when many .Jewish 
Women arrived at Stutthof. At that time a school w. s opened 
at the Kommamlantur. After three months, one halt of the 
150 women who were trained there, remained in the camp in 
the capacity of wardens 

A special division of SS-men were assigned to direct re_u- 
1 a turn of the prisoners lives and occupations. 

Prisoners were called upon t> execute organisational func- 
tions. it is natural that indhiduals or groups with anti-s- .i d 
tendencies or those depraved by camp conditions and ex- 
ception illy submissive towards the authorities, were chosen 
for these tasks. It was an exception when intact characters 
performed a cam" function. The most important assignment 
given to a prisoner was that of the I.agcraltcstcr who conducted 
the morning and evening roll-call, applied floggings, and was 
the main liaison-, gent between the prisoners and the High- 
Command. 
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The function of surveing the prisoners' work was conducted 
by so-called capos It was convenient to the camp autho- 
rities to choose these capos from prisoners of the lowest moral 
standard. I here was usually one of these degenerated men for 
every 50 prisoners. 

i he capo was the superior of the prisoner-group (Kom- 
ui.indn) adotted to him from the time the prisoners set out to 
" ,>r h until their return. During the rest of the time the capo, 
m principle. ha.J no power over the prisoners; in practice, 
however, -.t was usually otherwise. Every capo was given 
instructions as to the manner of guirng to and coming from 
work, group discipline, work -uneillancc, the obligation of 
reporting any misdemeanour, etc. 

i he prisoners of the Stutthof camp were divided into several 
principal groups depending upon for the reasons of detention. 
Political prisoners (about W «) formed the largest group. The 
next, was the group of German criminals, which was divided 
into sub-groups of professional criminals whose internment in 
the camp was something of a safety measure, and criminals 
remaining under police supervision. There existed also a group 

" P r,Mincrs placed in the camp for education, for 

a specified period of time. They were mostly persons who 
looked upon the Hitler regime with disfavour without, how- 
ever any positive proofs against them. There was also a group 
" honorar > Prisoners, composed of members of Lithuanian 
and Lett intelligentzia unfavourably disposed towards Gcr- 
many. I hey had separate quarters and were not made to work. 

The Germanics who formed a special group which also 
lived separately, consisted of Danish and Norwegian com- 
munists and newly arrived Norwegian policemen who had 
refused to collaborate with the Germans. 

The special camp was inhabited by prisoners, called "Hau- 
degen in the camp registers and about whom it has been im- 
possible to gather any more specific information. It has been 
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impossible to ascertain who belonged to this group, it is, how- 
ever, certain that these prisoners were treated differently, that 
they lived with their families in conditions almost approaching 
normal. Witnesses assume that this was a group of high-ranking 
officers, opponents of Hitler. 

Jews formed a completely separate group and were treated 
quite differently from any of the others. For easy identification, 
the prisoners wore different signs on their jackets. Political 
prisoners had red triangles with the letter of their nationality . 
criminals had green triangles with the base upwards or down- 
wards according to the reason for their imprisonment; pri- 
soners kept for educational purposes had a white badge on 
their jacket and on the right leg of their trousers. The letter 
of their nationality was placed in the centre of the badge; the 
honorary” prisoners wore a yellow arm band. 

The smaller prisoner-groups, who were considered anti-social 
elements, tramps, -outeneurs, homo-scxualists. members of re- 
ligious societies and Gypsies wore black, pink, purptc and 
brown triangles. Prisoners of Germanic trihes and special pri- 
soners wore no badges of any kind. 1 he prisoner s number was 
placed on the badge. 

The Jews were generally to be distinguished by a yellow star, 
sewn on their jacke-ts at the front and back. The star of poli 
ticallv suspect Jews, had one red triangle. This applies to the 
early period in the camp, when the number of Jews was still 
very limited. 

A prisoner caught in the act of escaping was marked with 
- 3 circles in black, white and red. 

I The prisoners who, after being released were returned to the 
camp, were made to wear a sign in the shape of a black pole. 
This was in addition to their normal distinguishing mark. 
In additon to these dens which concerned the reason for im- 
prisonment. there were others for working qualifications, for 
example: prisoners with professional qualifications had a reel 
square under their number with the letter A or B according 
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* 1 their abilities while orison ers with r.«» professional training 
were made t • * wear a white square with the same letter. Priso- 
ners of exemplary behaviour who worked most efficiently 
were to he distinguished by the letter "V" in black upon their 
sleeves. They also received various small privileges. Prisoners 
holding camp functions were to he distinguished hy arm-hands

A group of companies in the camp's vicinity hired tfcv pri- 
soners for work in their factories Among these were I PP 
Machine Factory, l ndell brick-kiln and Krause saw-mill. 

Besides labour in the workshops and camp offices there 
was otlier work invented and realized a-- a system for the 
destruction of the prisoners. Heavy work, exceeding human 
pos*. bilities. naturally c used a high mortality rate. The Torest- 
group suffered the worst Working conditions. For example, 
an old pine forest was being cut-down; the trees had to be 
carried t > another place and their roots dug up On the food- 
rations .dlottcd. which have been described, this work as a rule, 
meant death. Also, the SS-nteri and capos beat the pri-on t- 
with heavy clubs on the slightest pretext. In this way many 
inmates of the eam;> succumbed on this very spot. A doctor 
v >rking there in the summer of J945. relates that every day 
2 >r 4 per cent of the working group perished. In the winter, 
prisoners were forced to go into the water during their v rk 
and to continue without the possibility of drying themselves 
This system caused inflammation of the lungs and other 
diseases. 

M.mv witnesses remaining in the camp from 1959 P'4V 
agree in stating that at th time the I. tufschritt” was intro- 
duced during work which meant that pri- vp.crs carrying a bh ck 
had to do it running forced with clubs. 

The treatment of prisoners during outside working hours 
are the questions di -cussed most often hy witnesses It is 
obvious from evidence that this was a system of organized 
bestiality, planned to break the body ; nd spirit.

Selection was also practised, which 
meant that prisoners offerin no hope of a rapid recovery were 
murdered with death-injection*. Mortality in the hospital was 
high; according to doctors statements it amounted to ■ «

1 V . Ways c? Liquidating. 

A study of information gathered during investigations ot 
camp conditions, food, v rk. treatment of the sick, etc., makes 
it clear beyond a doubt but the entire camp system tended 
towards the destruction of tlu greatest number of persons, the 
ruin cf the systems of even the healthiest prisoners, with death 
as the end. A witness who was hie to look through the camp 
registers states that many inmates died little as two nv nibs 
after their arrh 1. Such cases were described in the me tl u 1 
register as A. k S. (Alkemeine korpersehwiichc). A warns -

They were then taken into a special room one 
at a time, and shot in the nape of the n-cck throuch a hole in 
the wall durinc fictitious measurements of height. The body 
was immediately taken to the cremaiinc-chamber where it was 
burned. 

Death injections in the hospital, as- well js in the crematorium 
were made by SS-men wearing white aprons According to 
doctor-prisoners, the injections consisted of phenol injected 
into the hc-vt. 

Ifaneinc was the highest degree of punishment, foreseen bv 
the regulations. 

Characteristic of the hypocritical system in the hi tie rife 
camps was that every death penalty by hanging had to he 
r.tificd hy the SS-headquarters. In the context of the daily 
crimes committed in the camp and the brutality of the entire 
system the formalities acr itnpanying a death sentence were 
typical in their cynicism. The greatest possible number of

lift In accord 'nee with these data it is possible to make the 
following calculations as to the number of the camp’s victims 
until the dav of the evacuation, considering the number of 
1 0,900 pris ners as the highest According to previous infor- 
mation. there were ahout 50,1X10 prisoners alive on the dav of 
the evacuation. Considering the witnesses’ declaration that 
3009 per- ms were released and about as many transported to 
other camps it may be estimated that up to the day of the 
evacuation about 30,000 persons from the camp perished. 

The evacuation, however, resulted in many victims. \\ itnes- 
>cs describing these proceedings agree that the roads along 
which it was conducted were strewn with hundreds of corpses 
Over so per cent of the evacuated perished on the roads.

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LIQUIDATION OF THE WARSAW GHETTO 
IN THE LIGHT OF GERMAN DOCUMENTS 
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On April 19'\ 1943 at 6 a. nr the Germans started the hloodv 
liquidation of the Warsaw Ghetto It lasted rill May l(i ,!l . 1943.

The German balance sheet of this action in great style 
(Gro.ssaktion) includes a written report of the director of this 
action. s 5 and police commander of the Warsaw district and 
h ad of the SS-brigade and Major General. Joseph Stroop. 
This document is in the acts of the International Military Tri- 
bunal in Niirnberg. It is dated May lb' h . 1943 and consists of: 
A title card with an inscription in decorative Gothic hand- 
writing: ,.1-s gibt keinen judisehen Wohnhezirk in \\ arschju 
mchr"! (There are no more Jewish living quarters in Warsaw), 
with twelve consecutively numbered pages of typewritten text. 
On the twelveth page is an authentic signature <>t Stroop. 
A statement (>f the armed forces which participated in the 
action and <i list of Germans who were wounded during the 
<etion are attached to the report. (Photos Nos. 1 and 2 represent 
the title card and the last page signed by Stroop). 

" I he report is composed of three parts: 

1 he first is the "theory” construed hv Stroop and the history 
or the development of Jewish living quarters in the East and 
the historv of the establishment of the Warsaw Ghetto. The 
second part is the author's report on the liquidation of the 
Warsaw Ghetto, with special consideration of the action of 
which he was the leader from April l‘t to May 16'\ 1943.

1 he t c n t ral Commission for In \ csti nation of German < rimes 
in Poland investigated the medical experiments performed 
by German doctors on Polish w inen prisoners in the con 
cert rat ion camp Ruvcnsbriick.

All the experimental operations were supervised by Prof, 
(lob: ardt. who at the start personally operated the prisoners.

\\ lien the opera ted prisoners began to die. the vv man doctor 
Obcrhiuiscr provided that they should sometimes get food 
from the kitchen for the camp administration.

All the victims of the experimental operations underline In 
absolute agreement the lack of any human relati"ti between 
the German doctors and nurses and their victims The pri 
-oners appointed for experiments were treated by the Germ 
doctors as simple experimental matter, just the same a.s r..h- 
bir-. and mice are treated in laboratories. 

Nobody was interested later in the fate of the victims of 
operations, in the state of health of crippled prisoners. Their 
sufferings were of no matter to the operators after their ex- 
periments were completed. The victims of the- operations were 
destined to be kill, d and the lives of some prisoners were sav _-d 
only because the camp authorities, mo prepared for the rapidly 
advancing allied . -tnics, allowed the camps functions to dD 
integrate into cl; »<>-. Only this fact has made it possible now 
to have prfHifs uf the crimes committed by German doctors 
<m helpless victims of concentration camps. 

II. 

This sentence is based on the- judicial-medical investigation 
of 49 ex-prisoners from the concentration camp in Raven - 
hriiok. and on the declarations of these ex-prisoners.

Isolated among the cases of operations on soft parts is the 
caw in which the undershank was cut and the wound sewn 
afterwards. 1 here wa> m ■ fever whereas the suture was taken 
ip on the 3'" day. I he wound was opened and was sewn again 
and afterwards healed without complications. 

In the croup uf hone operations is one case operated 0 fime^ 
during one year, first the undershank was cut and the wound 
infected. After one month the wound was cut once more and 
infected. After one year both undershanks were cut on the 
middle side. 1 wel\ c days liter these wounds were opened 
again : in wounds unhealed bone-ledges were taken off. first 
from the left later from the right shin. Bone-operations 06) 
began with the resection on hoth-sides of 8 cm. fibula by one 
prisoner, vvh 'c on the right side the bone-resection with 
periosteum w-a* performed, on the left the resection <>f sub- 
periost. 1. ( )n the* right side the losses were not restored, while

Operations performed on , prisoners consisted of taking 
■ ’ft from the crista tibiae the honcs-Iedges; in the beginning 
one ledge - ‘ the right tibia and one of the left tibia was taken 
off. later two ledges were taken from each rihia (right and 
left), which confirm the doubled cicatrices and changes in the 
roentgen-picture. 

< >n ^ prisoners several hone-operations were performed 
repeated each 4 weeks 1 he roentgen-picture of these patient*-' 
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shows distinct changes and the operated bones (tibia) became 
inflamed. The high fever after each operation raises the sus- 
picion that these were operations of an infection-type. One of 
these patients during the operation time suffered of heart 
disease (insufficicnta val.vulae sominularis). 

One ex-prisoners cicatrices on the right undershank, indi- 
cated that hone ledges from the tibia were taken off. The other 
right shank indicates, that the healing by this patient was not 
complicated by infection. Dr. Maczka made the declaration, 
that on this patient "muscle operations with inoculating of 
h<>nes in them" were performed. The state of the cicatrices 
to-day and the radiological examination does not show this 
detail. It does not diminish the importance of the declaration, 
because the inoculated bones could be put aside. 

On 5 ex-prisoners the fracture of one or two shinsbones 
(tibia) was performed by operation. All these prisoners were 
operated several times, as many as 5 operations; 4 women did 
not become infected. One suffered infection either by accident 
>r as a result of intentional infection during the operation. 

Recapitulation: In the concentration camp of Ravensbrikk. 
in the period of August 1. 1942. to August 20. 1943. the German 
doctors (Prof Gcbhardt. Dr. Fischer. Dr. Rosenthal. Dr. Schi- 
dlavsky and Dr. ( )berh:iuser) have performed on 74 prisoners 
of Polish nationality operations without any medical justi 
fication and against the will of their victims. These operations 
had an experimental character. 1 he experimental group in- 
cluded a small number of aseptique operations on soft parts, 
aiming at inquiring into the biological action in the wound 
The greatest part of the operations on soft parts had an in- 
fectious character, and the infection was introduced hy in- 
lections or by cutting the tissue. The infection material in use 
contained pus bacterium of different malignancy and tetanus- 
and gangrene-bacillus I hesc operations were a grave and 
dangerous violation- of health. 5 victims died, as a direct result

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EXTERMINATION OF PATIENTS WITH 
MENTAL DISORDERS

J-.xtcrmination hy the Germans in Poland >f psychiatric 
patient- may -eem on the background of the totality of Ger- 
man crimes committed on the Polish territorv not important 
enough to deserve special description. In comparison with the 
millions of innocent, sound and psychically normal victims of 
the Hitlerite regime, the murdering of several thousands of 
patients with mental disorder may appear rather insignificant. 

And yet this crime should he treated separately and recorded 
in history not only because its victims were sick people toward 
whom there exists a universal moral duty of assistance and 
protection; and not only because the extermination of 
psychiatric patients had not ceased to he a crime even accord- 
ing to the Hitlerite legislation which provided only for steri 
ILzution of certain categories of these patients 

Special treatment A this particular crime is justified above- 
all by the fact that this crime is so characteristic of the Hitlerite 
ideology, the mentality and ethics of the national-socialist 
leaders, the general attitude of those representatives of 
a "higher race who planned to introduce in Kuropc a 'new- 
dear. 

This crime clearly demonstrated the principle of a primitive 
utilitarianism without any moral, religious or legal scruples 
which induced Hitlerite leaders to eliminate from society the

I. LES PRINCIPES TRADITIONNELS DES TRAITES DE PAIX. 

Le probl&me de la reparation des dommages causes par des 
guerres 6tait jusqu'i present resolu sur le plan des principes 
traditionnels, b la base de tous traites de paix du passe. Ils se 
basaient sur out sur des points historiques, ethnographiques, de 
population, economiques et politiques (accords), ces derniers 
etant le resultat direct de i'etablissement de I'eguilibre des forces 
des adversaires. En tous cas, au cours des sifecles, ils etaient sans 
aucun doute I'expression d'int^ret de nations militairement 
victorieuses, et ceci i chacune des etapes du progrfcs social et 
economique. II est invraisemblable que les traites de paix qui 
doivent mettre fin b la derni£re guerre puissent etre bases sur 
des arguments classiques, qui n'expriment en aucun cas les idees 
nouvelles en mature des relations entre divers pays, idees n6es 
au cours de cette derni6re guerre. Ces idees trouvent leur ex- 
pression surtout dans revolution du droit international, qui se 
tourne de plus en plus de la conception du droit civil vers les 
institutions du droit penal.

Ces 
modifications ont eu lieu au moment ou on a compris qu'il y a 
des interets hierarchiques plus eleves que ceux d'une personne 
privee. A ce moment, on a donne plus d'importance b la con- 
caption d'interet public, d'interet commun, d'ordre public, de 
bons usages et de la fonction sociale. La consequence en fut le 
ch6timent de la personne en fant qu'individu prive et I'extension 
de la sphere des activites illicites. L'idee, si nouvelle, d'un delit 
tres souvent meme civil, s est trouvee de plus en plus restreinte 
a mesure que la responsabilite penale, consequence d'une faute 
non-premeditee et le cheitiment meme des Etats provocateurs, 
s'est trouvee elargie (Gefahrdungsdelikte). 

Un changement pareil pouvait seulement etre enregisfre en 
droit international, au moment de I'acceptation tofale de la con- 
ception de la communaute internationale et quand on a compris 
que seule la paix entre divers pays peut garantir I'existence de 
cette communaute.

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La theorie de ficfion en passant graduellement par les pha- 
ses du progres a trouve sa plus parfaite formule dans I'ouvrago 
de SAVIGNY (2). 

Depuis le moment ou cette theorie a e;e formulae par SAVI- 
GNY, elle a ete vivement critiquee par BESELER, critique qui 
a ete continuee par OTTO GIERKE. Ce dernier a oppose b 
la theorie de fiction la theorie de I'existence reelle des per- 
sonnes juridiques ou morales (tatsachliche Personlichkeit) (3). 

Cette theorie a trouve de nombreux partisans mdme en de- 
hors de I Allemagne ou elie dominait comma doctrine et - 
notamment en France et en Angleterre, ou elle 6tait pr&entee 
surtout par MICHOUD et MAITLAND. 

MICHOUD parlait surtout du point de vue que: (4) 

,,La personne morale n'est pas une personne fictive. Elle 
n est pas plus un simple artifice derri&re lequel on trouve, 
soil des patrimoines, soit des individus. II reste qu'elle soit 
reelle." 

II etait neanmoins tres loin du traifemenf simpliciste du pro- 
bleme. II ajoute: 

„C est notre these; mais il y a encore bien des manieres 
diverses de la comprendre" 

en soutenant la reaiite de la personne morale, nous 
ne voulons pas dire qu'elle constitue une personne au sens 
philosophique du mot. La notion qua nous cherchons £ 
degager est une notion purement juridique." 

SALEILLES, qui a d^fini la personne morale comme „une 
autre entite juridique construite sur le module de la personne 
humaine , trouve aussi que ,,!es nouvelles entites sont des 
realites de droit, realites juridiques" et ajoute que ce sont „!es 
seules realites auxquelles le droit a affaire".

Aussi (‘argumentation du Prof. PELLA doit paraitre conclu- 
nte quand d declare que:

La nation 
n'est pas le r6sultat d'une determination voulue. ou d'une 
creation delib6ree. La reaiite ne saurait etre contest6e." (6) 
Et alors, comme la declaration de Francesco FERRARA est 
J juste:

IV. LE PROBLEME DU CHATIMENT DES PERSONNES

cular, passe par differentes phases.

doctrine du droit canonique, le principe suivanf a ete etabli, 
formule par INNOCENT, que „impossibile est quod universi- 
tas delinquat" et ceci conformement b la theorie de fiction. 

Neanmoins, comme le signalait deja GIERKE, I'avis que la 
personne juridique peut malgre tout etre chStiee, trouvait de 
nombreux partisans („universitas et ecclesia delinquere pos- 
junt"). La pratique admettait „accusatio" vis-a-vis du delinquent, 
„personne juridique", mais elle I'admettait en conjonction avec 
t( defenso per procuratorem". Le chSiiment corporel etaitechan- 
ge contre une amende en argent, car la personne juridique 
„talis poena incapas". 

INNOCENT le dit clairement (9): „ltem poena capitali vel 
lortis vel regulationis paninctur univ., si contra earn agatur 
riminaliter vel quacuaque alia, sed poena capitis mutabitur 
in pecuniariam". 

Meme alors, il ne manquait pas de voix demandant qu'au. 
eu de la peine de mort, une ville soit completement rasee: 
„Poten* collegium et universitas poenam pati non solum aliam, 
sed eiiam capitalem; sicut decapiiato civitas per avatrium". 

' La theorie et pratique concernant I'admission de I'excom- 
munication de personnes juridiques etaient aussi chancelantes 
* t le principe „civitas non potest excommunicari" n'etait pas du 
tout applique en general. 

Ceci a pris fin quand INNOCENT decreta une interdiction au 
cours du Concile de Lyon en 1245. 

Les „g!ossateurs" admettaient le chStiment de personnes juri- 
iques el BARTOLUS essayail de reconcilier ce principe avec 
theorie de fiction. Examinant comment il serait possible 
'attribuer une faute a une personne juridique ainsi qu'd un 
rdinaire „nomen juris", il est arrive & la conclusion que la fic- 
ion de la personnalite devrait etre acceptee comme quelque 
hose de tangible — „fictu positum pro vero sicut ponimus 
ios juristae".

EXTRADITION DES PERSONNES RECHERCHEES 
OU CONDAMNEES POUR CRIMES DE GUERRE 
OU CRIMES DE COLLABORATION AVEC L’ENNEMI 


I. L'EXPOSE DU PROBLEME. 

Deux an$ viennent de s'ecouler depuis la fin des hostilites. 

II n'esi done pas etonnant que le probleme des crimes de 
guerre perde de plus en plus de son acfualife. 

Le probleme primordial de ('Organisation des Nations Unies 
et des Institutions qui coilaborent avec elle, est la solution des 
questions liees a I'etablissement et au developpement des con- 
ditions d'une paix stable. La liquidation des effets transitoires 
de la guerre appartient aux conferences politiques de grande 
porf6e ou aux organes speciaux internationaux. Devant le 
grand nombre de problemes mondiaux a regler, les pre- 
mieres ont, malheureusement, laisse aux organismes de moindre 
importance le soin de s'occuper de celui des crimes de guerre, 
de ces crimes qui sont le cot6 le plus sinistre de cette derniere 
guerre et sans le reglement desquels aucune paix durable n'est 
possible, bien que leur evocation exc&de deji I'humanite. 

Et pourtant, il est encore trop tdt de jeter un voile sur tout 
ce qui s'est passe, sur tous les crimes commis durant la guerre. 
A^ant tout, parce que la lutte pour I'etablissement de la paix 
extge qu'on se souvienne de la realite monstrueuse de la 
guerre et que le souvenir de ces horreurs serve de faefeur 
determinant de I'opinion mondiale pour I'inciter a s'opposer h 
tout ce qui pourrait pousser I'humanite une nouvelle fois sur la 
voie des conflicts arm6s et des souffrances, des sacrifices et des 
crimes qui, d'une mani&re ineluctable, accompagnent une guerre. 

En commen<;ant par Francesco di Vitforia et en passant par 
Voltaire jusqu'aux internationalistes les plus r6cents, tous se 
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legitime, par opposition avec celle degression, qui est illegale. 
La definition legale de ces differentes formes ou caracteres 
de la guerre, soulignes aussi bien par St. Thomas d Aquin que 
par Lenine, cause, sans aucun doute, de tres grandes diffi- 
culies, mais indique I'acfualite du probleme, qui se dessine 
avec toute son acuite en face des luttes de liberation nationaJe 
qui, dans plusieurs pays, depassenf le cadre des affaires in- 
terieures, du fait de 1‘existence d'une intervention etrangere. 

L'actualite de ce probleme est egalement prouvee, aussi 
bien par la decision de I'Assemblee Generale de I O. N.U. 
du 11 Decembre 1946, confirmant les principes dj Tribunal de 
Nuremberg, que par les travaux du Comite de I O. N.U. con- 
cernant le developpement successif du droit international et sa 
codification, par la resolution de ce comife du mois de juin 
de cette annee, .concernant la necessite de creer, en dehors 
du Tribunal International de Justice, un Tribunal International 
Penal et une recommandation de I'Assemblee Generale de 
i'O.N.U. a ce Comite de preparer le projet d'une convention 
internationale concernant les principes reconnus dans le juge- 
ment prononce par le Tribunal de Nuremberg. 

Si, toutefois, la procedure de I'extradition n'est pas rendue 
plus uniforme et plus efficace sur une vaste echelle internatio- 
nale, la realisation des principes de Nuremberg devra rencontrer 
en pratique des obstacles insurmontables. 

Pour cette raison, il faut, dans I'interet de la cause confiee 
aux organes speciaux de I Organisation des Nations Unies 
du point de vue materiel du Code Penal International, que son 
aspect procedural, qui ne saurait faire oublier le probleme 
meme de I'extradition, ne soit pas neglige. 

II. PRINCIPES TRADITIONNELS DESTRAITES D'EXTRADITION 

Les differents traites bi-lateraux en matiere d'extradition 
que la Pologne a conclu des avant la guerre, se conforment 
aux principes adoptes generalement en cette matiere et sui- 
vant lesquels des crirrvnels sont extrades: a) uniquement pour 
les faits qui constituent egalement un delit d'apres la legis- 
lation du pays duquel I'extradition est demandee, et b) sous 
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le territoire desquels furent commis les crimes dont ils sont 
inculpes. Deja, la 4e Convention de la Haye de 1907, au 
sujet des lois et coutumes de la guorre sur terre, tout en ne 
prevoyant aucune sanction pour sa violation, a admis le main- 
tien en vigueur de la loi et de la juridiction du pays meme 
temporairement occupe. Ce principe ne fut pas enfreint non 
plus par le Traite de Versailles. Pr6voyant la creation de 
tribunaux internationaux speciaux pour les criminels ayant com- 
mis des crimes envers les nationaux des pays allies, le Traite 
de Versailles etablit, dans ses articles 228 et 229, I’obligation du 
Reich de livrer aux tribunaux allies ces criminels, lesquels seronf 
mis, par eux, en etat d'accusation. 

Durant la derniere guerre, des declarations repetees des 
hommes d'Etat et de differentes notes des gouvernements 
allies constaterent sans restrictions que les criminels de guerre 
allemands seraient livres a la justice des pays sur le territoire 
desquels ils avaient commis leurs crimes. 

Ce principe fut integralement confirme par la declaration de 
Roosevelt, Staline et Churchill & la Conference de Moscou le 
ler novembre 1943. Suivant cette declaration, seuls „les cou- 
pables principaux", dont I'activite criminelle ne serait pas 
limitee a un territoire defini, devraient etre jug£s apres de- 
cision prise en commun par les Gouvernements des Nations 
Unies. 

La creation a Londres, le 20 octobre 1943, de la Commission 
Internationale des Crimes de Guerre avait pour but d'etablir 
tout d'abord des listes de criminels de guerre, qui serviraient 
de bases & leur extradition aux pays interesses. Par confre, ne 
devaient etre livres aux Tribunaux Internationaux que les crimi- 
nels responsables d'avoir provoque i'agression, d'avoir cree 
un systfeme administratif, d'avoir pris des mesures qui, par 
voie d'ordres, injonctions, instructions et de propagande, non 
seulement admirent la violation des coutumes de la guerre, 
mais menerenf a la perpetration d'une maniere organisee des 
crimes contre I'humanite. 

II s'agit done ici de criminels coupables d'attentats diriges 
non seulement contre les biens ou la vie de personnes particu-

Ce probleme fut pose d'jne maniere analogue dans le cas 
de 1‘ltalie dans les conditions d'armistice du 3 septembre 1943, 
leur supplement du 29 septembre 1943 & Malte et dans le 
profocole supplemental de Brindisi du 9 novembre 1943, 
dans les memes accords signes A Moscou et concernant la 
Roumanie le 12 septembre 1944, la Finlande le 19 septembre 
1944, la Bulgarie le 28 octobre 1944 et la Hongrie le 20 jan- 
vier 1945. 

Nous trouvons des decisions analogues dans les traites de 
paix prepares h la signature a Paris, le 10 f^vrier 1947, pour 
I'ltalie, la Roumanie, la Bulgarie, la Hongrie et la Finlande. 

L'article 45 du Trait6 de Paix avec I'ltalie est con^u (en 
anglais) en ces termes: 

"1. Italy shall take all necessary steps to ensure the ap- 
prehension and surrender for trial of: 

a) Persons accused of having committed, ordered, and abet- 
ted war crimes and crimes against peace and humanity. 

b) Nationals of any allied or associated Power accused of 
having violated their national law by treason or collabora- 
tion with the enemy during the war. 

2. At the request of the United Nations' Government con- 
cerned, Italy shall likewise make available as witnesses per- 
sons within its jurisdiction whose evidence is required for the 
trial of the persons referred to in para. 1 of this article. 

3. Any disagreement concerning the application of the pro- 
visions of the paras. 1 & 2 of this article shall be referred 
by any of the Governments concerned to the Ambassadors 
in Rome of the Soviet Union, of the United Kingdom, of 
the Unites States of America and of France, who will reach 
agreement with regard to the difficulty." 

La question des crimes de guerre commis par les Italiens en 
Ethiopie fut reglee dans l'article 38 duTraite, libelle comma suit: 
'The date from which the provisions of the present treaty 
shall become applicable as regards all measures and acts 
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Toutelois, un point reste a discuter, celui de savoir si 1‘extradi- 
tion de la part de 1 ‘Etat sur le territoire duquel s'est retugie le 
prevenu, doit, independemment des trails, etre considerde 
ccmme juridiquement obligatoire." 

Analysant ce probleme dans son traite “On Extradition ‘, 
Clark constate que „a the surrender of fugitive criminals is an 
international duty. It may not be so plainly a matter of right 
that the refusal to grant it should subject a nation to the penalty 
of war, but such refusal is so clearly injurious to the country 
which refuses, and to the whole world, that it is a serious vio- 
lation of the moral obligations which exist between civilised 
communities." 

Une attitude diff^rente, ne reconnaissant pas dans ce do- 
maine la preponderance des interets infernationaux solidaires 
sur le principe de la souverainete nationale, fut prise par Op- 
penheim, qui, dans son oeuvre "International Law", constata.t 
que "States have always upheld their competences to grant 
asylum to foreign individuals as an inference from their terri- 
torial supremacy, those cases, of course, excepted which fall 
under stipulation of special extradition treaties, if any. There is, 
therefore, no universal rule of customary international rule in 
existence which commands extradition." 

II existe, en effet, ceriaines legislations selon lesquelles 
I'extradition doit etre conditionnee par des stipulations du 
traite. Mais il y a, d'autre part, des Etafs ou le manque de 
traites correspondents n'eveille pas d'objections legates en 
mature d'extradition de malfaiteurs. 

C'est done avec raison que Dumon constate en cette ma- 
tiere, en relation avec Grotius, Pascal Fiore et Clark, que tous 
les pays civilis6s ont le devoir moral et imperieux de collaborer 
et de s'enfr'aider en vue de la repression efficace de tous les 
actes qui, par la voie de I'extorsion, da la trahison et de mon- 
strueuses atrocites, ont permis b I'ennemi commun de pro- 
longer la guerre et les souffrances qu'elfe cause. II a pourtant 
tort de considerer que cette collaboration doit etre basee 
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linquant figure sur les listes de la Commission Internationale 
des Crimes de Guerre (UNWCC). CROWCASS ne porte pas 
du tout sur son registre de soi-disant traltres et quislings, meme 
s'ils avaient sur la conscience, outre la trahison, les cri- 
mes le plus monstrueux. Le nombre de criminels enregistr6s 
sur les listes de I'UNWCC, pour des raisons diverses, plutot 
techniques et formelles n'a, d‘ailleurs, aucun rapport avec 
I'envergure reelle de la criminalite de guerre, puisque n y 
figurent pas les milliers de ceux qui, moins que tous autres, 
meriteraient I'impunite et qui devraient, sans aucun doute, etre 
egalement remis b la justice, mais qui n etaient pas demandes 
pour I'extradition. 

D'apres le document No. A 26 du 27 novembre 1946 de 
cette Commission, est considere comme traitre (quisling), 
d'apres CROWCASS, celui qui: est requis par son propre pays 
pour un crime perpetr6 contre son pays ou ses compatriotes, 
ou bien pour avoir appartenu au parti nazi ou au groupe SS. 
Ce meme criminel pourtant, s'il est requis par un autre pays 
allie pour un crime contre ce pays ou ses citoyens, est con- 
sidere comme un criminel de guerre et son enregistrement aux 
fichiers du CROWCASS ne suscite pas de reserves. 

En partant de ce principe du CROWCASS, il n est pas exclu 
que des criminels de guerre en Allemagne puissent jouir de la 
liberty et de la protection legale, done avoir meme la possi- 
bility d'obfenir du travail dans divers services de I'administra- 
tion d'occupation, leur immunity etant assuree de ce simple fait 
que comme traltres a leur propre pays, ils peuvent passer pour 
des criminels politiques, ayant droit d'asile. 

Le refus d'extradition de criminels de guerre est aussi 
justifie dans certains cas, selon des reglements en vigueur 
dans certains pays, du fait que les actions qui leur sont imputees 
ne sont pas punissables selon la juridiction du pays auquel on 
a demande I'extradition, ou bien qu elles n etaient pas pro- 
hibees par les lois du pays demandeur au moment de ia per- 
petration du crime, mais ne sont devenues punissables qu'i 
raison des lois nouvelles a effet retroactif. 
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allies. Diverses commissions et conferences internationates ont 
essaye de compiler des listes de crimes de guerre, en donnant 
une enumeration de d6!its b titre dexemple, puisqu'il n eta.t 
pas possible de les specifier tous. La liste preparee par "Uni- 
ted Nations War Crimes Commission", basee en majeure par l ie 
sur des formulations adoptees en 1919 par une commission spe- 
cial de la conference de la paix b Versailles, creee dans !e but 
d eiudier la question de la repression des crimes de guerre, 
ne comprend que quelques positions. Un grand pas en avant 
sur le chemin de la definition des crimes de guerre dans le 
sens le plus large du mot etait constitue par la Convention de 
Londres du 8 aout 1945 „sur la poursuite et le chStiment des 
principaux criminels de guerre des pays de I'Axe en Europe , 
ainsi que par le statut du Tribunal Militaire International qui 

s'en est ensuivi. . 

Bien que le systeme d enumeration des melaits particuliers 
a titre d'exemple ne soif pas ici complement abandonne, des 
bases furent cr6ees pour une definition de£ plus exacte de ce 
qui desormais sera designe comme crime contre la paix, crime 
de guerre (stricto sensu) et crime contre I'humamte. 

II serait indispensable que des formulations correspondantes 
penefreni dans la legislation des differents pays et def.n.ssent 
de la meme maniere I’exislence d'un delit international qui 
serait en meme temps un crime du point de vue du code penal 
positif des diverses nations. Une telle attitude ful deji adoptee 
par le legislates polonais qui, en remaniant rdcemment le 
diScret-loi du 31 aout 1944 sur „la penalisation de crim.ne.s 
hitlero-fascistes, coupables de meurtres et tortures envers la 
population civile et les prisonniers de guerre, ainsi que do 
traitres b la Nation Polonaise" (Journal Officiel No. 4, par. 16), 
tient compte dans la loi polonaise des normes determiners 
dans le verdict du Tribunal de Nuremberg (Dicret-loi du 
10 decembre 1946, Journal Officiel No. 69, par. 376). 

La generalisation de cette attitude, done la consideration 
des crimes de guerre, compris dans la mesure la plus large 
dans tous les trois sens ci-dessus, comme crimes de droit 
commun et de droit des gens, abolira, une fois pour toutes, les 
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meme parmi les representants des tendences les plus classiques 
en droit. Nous allons citer ici les mots de Pitt Cobbet dans son 
commentaire bien connu au cas Meunier (1894, de la Queen 
Division 415), ou il constate explicilement que la notion de 
crime politique: 

"Will not cover acts, directed not against a certain Stale or 
form of government, nor against a certain state of govern- 
ment, but against society at large; for the reason that the 
perpetrators of such crimes are not political partisans, but 
are like pirates, the common ennemies of mankind. 

Le President Taylor, en molivant le projef de la Convention 
americano-britannique de 1842, dit dans le meme esprit, que 
"The article on the subject (extradition) in the proposed 
treaty is carefully confined to such offences as all mankind 
agree to regard as heinous and destructive to the security 

of life property"

II est facile de ce rendre compte pourquoi I'on attribue par- 
fois le caractere politique aux crimes de guerre. Cette attitude 
erronnee a son origine, sans aucun doute, dans I'heritage du 
passe disparu, quand la loi iniernationale reconna.ssait la 
guerre comme un £tat legal et la paix etait consideree en 
r&alite comme provisoire, qu'un armistice entre deux guerres. 
Dans ces circonstances, lorsque la guerre etait normalise par 
le droit des gens, reconnue comme etat legalement admissib e, 
ou deux ou plusieurs pays furent opposes Tun b I'autre avec 
le but d'attenter aux relations existantes entre eux, a I indepen- 
dence de I'un d'eux et & son ordre politique, il nest pas 
etonnant que I'on attribuait i tout delit commis * (‘occasion 
des hostilites un caractere politique. (7). C'est pourquoi Pitt

L attitude des Allies en cette matiere n'est pas non plus 
restee sans echo, quoiqu'il ne manque meme pas, en ce mo- 
ment, de pays neutres qui, surtout comme I'Espagne du Gene- 
ral Franco, sont devenus le lieu d'asile non seulement pour 
des malfaiteurs tels que Degrelte, mais pour des crimineis de 
guerre notoires, responsables de mefaitsqui trouvent une quali- 
fication appropiee aussi bien dans les codes penaux de diffe- 
rent pays que dans des traites infernationaux appropries. II esf 
mteressant de noter que la declaration faite en cette matiere 
au Parlement suisse le 15 novembre 1944, en reponse b la 
demarche des Gouvernements de le Grande-Bretagne et des 
Etafs-Unis, ne laisse non plus aucun doute en ce qui concerne 
cette question. 

Suivant le texte publie dans Hansard (House of Lords, 7 fe- 
vrier 1945), elle est redigee comme suit: 

In accordance with a long series of precedents which are 
*o the honour of Switzerland, the Federal Council intends 

10 exercise the unquestioned right of a sovereign State to 
give asylum to a fugitive, but do not feel disposed — even 
in cases involving the risk of death — to authorise without 
examination refuge on Swiss Territory to all those who may 
request it, as the number of fugitives therein has already 
reached disturbing proportions. 

11 is obvious in particular that asylum could not be granted 
either to persons who have committed acts contrary to the 
laws of war whose past gives evidence of conceptions 
incompatible with the fundamental traditions of law and 
humanity." 

Le fait d accorder le droit d’asile aux crimineis de querre, 
qui sont pourtant, sans aucun doute, des crimineis infernationaux, 
constituerait un abus choquant de souverainete qui, a I'epo- 
que de la victoire des principes o''humanitarisme en matiere 
du droit des gens, ne peut efre consider^ comme „indepen- 
dance absolue". 
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Du moment que le statut du Tribunal Milifaire International 
a mis la guerre degression hors les institutions legates el a 
limite la souverainete des pays en ce qui concerne la forma- 
>ion de la legislation interieure, en reconnaissant comme delit 
conlre le droit international les persecutions exercees pour 
des raisons raciales, religieuses, nationales et, dans un certain 
degre, politiques, la collaboration et I'aide mufuelle des nations 
en matiere de repression de ces delils et de I'exlradition des 
nal aiteurs en question s'impose comme consequence logique. 
Pour ces raisons, le refus de remise de criminels de guerre et 
meme le fait de leur accorder une protection legate ne pour- 
raient pas etre compris comme une sorte de neutrality et une 
aeon d eviter un conflict, mais, au contraire, comme un aefe en 
vue d entraver el clairement contrecarrer le cours de la justice, 
basee sur la loi. (10). 

VII. CRIMES DE COLLABORATION AVEC L’ENNEMI. 

Au cours du XIX e siecle, les delifs contre la surete ex- 
teneure de I Etat e! contra les relations internationales elaient 
considers comme poliiiques aussi bien par la legislation 
que par la jurisprudence et par la doctrine. Lexemple ie plus 
clair en fut la loi fran<;aise du 8 odobre 1830, qui les avait 
compris dans une enumeration precise de delifs poliiiques. La 
m^me a.titude peut etre frouvee dans la legislation beige qui 
so.! qualiiie certains mefaits explicitement comme delifs poli- 
tiques, sort les menace de sanctions prevues pour crimes poli- 
tiques. 

La premiere breche timide sous ce rapport esf la loi beige 
, U 1 , n | ,drs JS56, qui admef I extradition pour attentat contre 
aes chefs d'Eiais etrangers, et I'amendement du 12 mars 1858 
a ceftc loi decrete clairement que des attentats de ce genre ne 
son! pas reconnus comme crimes politiques. (11).

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La tendance de considerer les crimes commis dans I'interet 
desEtats agresseurs comme crimes de droit commun, suivant les 
principes du droit national ainsi qu'inJernational, ne s'est mani- 
festee qua la suite d'experiences tragiques de la premiere 
guerre mondiale et surtout de la derniere guerre imperialiste. 

„|| a penetre jusqute la conscience sociale", dit Bekaert, 
„qu‘il s'agit ici de delifs tout b fait particuliers, qui par leurs 
motifs, realisations et intentions constituent indubilablement des 
crimes du droit commun. II doit etre clair que pendant la 
guerre dans un pays occupe par I'ennemi, il est impossible b 
cef ennemi de comrrettre un crime politique contre la popu- 
lation civile conquise. Le caractere specifique politique doit 
etre etranger a ce qui fut commis sous le couvert de la protec- 
tion de !‘occupant." (12) 

Assurer le droit d'asile aux quislings, ce don* nous sommes 
aujourd'hui les temoins, est encore injuste pour cette raison 
que, dans ce cas, il ne peut s'agir uniquement que de l'immu- 
nite de personnes qui ont abandonne le principe de f.delite 
constitutionelle envers leur pays natal. Trahison en cours 
de guerre de n'importe lequel pays allie au benefice des pays 
de I'Axe n'a rien de commun avec la notion admise et ciassique 
du crime politique. Le crime de collaboration avec I ennemi ne 
conslifue pas un attentat contre I'ordre politique du pays 
occupe, et ^es auteurs n'agissaient pas du tout avec I intention 
d ebranler cet ordre, dej£ renverse par (‘occupant a main 
armee. Les actions dont les traitres sont inculpes, dirigees avant 
tout contre la coexistence pacifique de toutes les nations, por- 
tent, en general, meme abstraction faite de I'acte de trahison 
lui-meme, non seulement des marques caracteristiques des 
delils de droit commun des divers codes penaux, mats aussi 
de ceux dont nous trouvons les definitions dans le Sia.u. du 
Tribunal Milifaire International. La trahison ne peut done deve- 
nir une raison d'impunite des mefaits pour la perpetration 
desquels le droit des gens actuellement en vigueur prevoit une 
responsabilite penale definie.

pulation civile et des prisonniers de guerre, & des meurtres, 
pi lages et expropriations, tout en appartenant egalement le 
pius souvenl aux organisations considerees, selon le jugement 
du Tribunal de Nuremberg, comme criminelies? 

Conformemenf a I'article II para. 2 du statut du Conseil 
de Controle en Allemagne, No. 10, sous le litre de "Punishment | 

of Persons Guitty of War Crimes, Crimes against Peace and 1 

against Humanity": 

Any person, without regard to nationality or the capacity 
m which he acted, is deemed to have committed a crime as 
defined in para. I of this article". 

Conformement a I'article IV du meme statut: 

,,When any person in a zone^of Germany is alleged to have 
committed a crime, as defined in article 2, in a country 
ot. er t,,an Germany or in another zone, the Government of 
at na.ion or the commander of the latter zone, as the 
Ca . Se may request the commander of the zone in 

w ic the person is located, for his arrest and delivery 
or trial to the country or zone in which the crime was 
committed."

[.‘alliance des pays democratiques au cours de la derniere 
guerre, conclue dans I'interet commun bien compris et en 
presence de principes ideologiques bien uniformes — car il 
ne s'agissaif pas que de la victoire, mais bien de la vicfoire sur 
le fascisme au nom de principes humanitaires generaux a 
mene a une collaboration intime des armees et de leurs etats- 
majors. A la conclusion d’une guerre victorieuse, rendue pos- 
sible, entre autres, non seulement grace & la suprematie mili- 
taire, mais aussi ideologique, il est comprehensible qu on 
desire en garder les fruits, done avant tout stabiliser la paix 
et delruire les racines du fascisme, si nefaste pour elle.

Le statuf de I' "International Refugee Organisation", annexe 
a la resolution de I'Assemblee Generate de I'UNO du 15 
decembre 1946, souligne egalement, dans le chapitre consacre 
aux definitions et principes generaux, que 

„war criminals, quislings, and traitors will not be the concern 
of the Organisation", 

ce qui concerne aussi des personnes, d'ailleurs decrites en 
detail, qui aidaient ou collaborated d'une autre maniere avec 
les forces armees ennemies. 

De meme, les traites de paix avec I'ltalie, la Roumanie, la 
Bulgarie, la Hongrie et la Finlande chargent ces pays et les 
obliged a arreter et livrer a la justice non seulement las 
accuses de crimes contre la paix, mais aussi de crimes de 
guerre ainsi que crimes contre I'humanife, mais aussi des 
nationaux des pays allies qui violerent les regies de leur droit 
national par la voie de la trahison ou de la collaboration avec 
I’ennemi pendant la guerre. 

II ne doit pas y avoir de doute que, en vue de fous ces 
facteurs, I'attitude de CROWCASS, mentionnee ci-dessus, loin 
d etre conforme aux principes universellement admis en ce 
sujet, devra egalement etre modifiee de fa^on appropriee dans 
lavenir le plus proche. 


VIII. PRINCIPES DE LA CONVENTION INTERNATIONALE 
D'EXTRADITION 

II est evident que la lufte efficace pour la paix est liee en 
grande partie a une punition rapide et adequate des criminels 
de guerre dans le sens le plus large du mot. La realisation de 
ce but depend de I efficacite de la procedure d'extradition et 
de I uniformity de ses principes, rediges sous forme d'une con- 
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vention infemafionaie..Nous avons dej& cite ci-dessus les prin- 
cipes traditionnels des traites bi-laferaux, en soulignant certai- 
nes de leurs decisions perimees. Nous allons indiquer d'autres 
problemes egalement, dont la solution ne peut etre obtenue 
que par une convention uniforme, liant tous les pays. II y 
aurait beaucoup a retenir en cette matiere aussi bien du projet 
vote en 1928 au cours du Congres de I' “International Law 
Association" b Varsovie, que de la convention sur la lutte 
contre le terrorisme, projefee sous les auspices de la Soctefe 
des Nations, en tenant compte, cependant, de la n6cessit6 d'y 
apporter les modifications dictees par fa predominance de la 
question de la punition de criminels de guerre sur les exigences 
des diverses lois nationales. 

Un probleme tres important en cette mattere est, par exem- 
ple, I'abolition du principe de la limitation de competence du 
tribunal aux seules actions pr6vues par la motion d'extradition. 

II faut, en effet, prevoir la possibility qu'une fois I'extradition 
effeduee, tels autres crimes de guerre commis par les extrad£s 
peuvent devenir evidents qui n'etaient pas connus du tribunal 
au moment de la requete d'extradition, et qui ne devraient pas 
echapper au ch&timent. En ce qui concerne la repression des 
crimes de guerre, la competence du tribunal de condamner les 
criminels extrades pour tous les crimes qui pourraient leur 
etre imputes, et non seulement pour ceux qui furent connus au 
moment de la requete, a souvent autant d'importance que la 
question de I'obligation de remise independamment de la 
nationality du delinquent. 

II semble superflu de rappeler le cas de criminels de la 
premiere guerre mondiale qui ont evite le chStiment grSce au 
refus de TAIIemagne de livrer ses propres nationaux. II est 
a remarquer ici que nombre de pays, comme par example la 
Grande-Brelagne. livrent leur propres nalionaux, memes s'ils 
ont commis a I'etranger un delit qui n'est pas interdit par leur 
propre loi. 

La punition des criminels internationaux de la plus grande 
envergure, comme le sont indubitablement les criminefs de 
guerre, ne devrait pas etre entrav6e par une clause basee sur 
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une conception de la souverainete envisagee comme un droit 
absolu. 

On ne peut, d'autre part, maintenir comme condition d'accor- 
der I'exiradition que le delit devrait etre commis en territoire 
du pays demandant la remise du delinquent, [.'experience de la 
guerre totale et de ses consequences a prouve qut c'est juste- 
ment en dehors des frontieres du pays qu'il est le plus tscile 
d organiser des attentats criminels aussi bien centre ses inte- 
rets exterieurs que sa surete interieure. 

li resulte irrefulablement de nombreuses causes instruites en 
Pologne au cours de ces dernieres annees cue les centres 
de I action terroriste et de diversion ne se trojverent pas en 
Pologne. Le refus de remettre ces criminels responsables de la 
direction de ces centres viserait non seulement les interets 
notionaux de la Pologne et la cause de I'etablissement de la 
paix, mais serail en flagrante opposition avec le droit et la 
justice. 

De plus, I action servant de base a I'extradition ne devrait, 
en aucun cas, dependre de ce que le fait incrimine seraii punis- 
sable ou non dans le pays qui a a effeefuer I'extradition, pas 
plus que dans le pays demandeur, en vertu d'une loi qui le 
prchibail deja au moment de sa perpetration. 

Les normes rendant possible ces modes d'action devraient 
devenir part integranle de la legislation interieure, mais une 
convention internationale aura a preciser exactement quels 
criminels de guerre devraient etre livres aux tribunaux nati- 
onaux, et quels — aux tribunaux infernationaux, et en quels cas 
! extradition temporaire du criminel serait admissible. 

Le reglement du probleme qui se pose lorsque le criminel 
de guerre est reclame par plusieurs pays r devrait egalement 
rrtre I objet d une telle convention. On s'est rendu compte du 
besoin de la preparer surtout a la United Nations' War Crimes 

omrmssion, ou un projet correspondant. base sur des motions 
des minis. res de la justice de Belgique, Hollande, Luxembourg, 

orvege el Pologne fut prepare dej& au mois de septembre 
1944 (Doc. C. 47 du 4 sept. 1944). Ce projet se differencial , 
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des motions ministerielles susmentionnees parcequ'il s'est borne 
au probleme d'extradition se rapportant seulement aux allies, 
en excluant les neutres, ainsi qu‘£ la seule normalisation de la 
pratique administrative de I'extradition, au point de vue de 
reglements de procedure judicieire. 

Les auteurs du projet ne tendaient qu'a la simplification et 
au meilleur rendement technique de la procedure en ce qui 
concernait les relations entre les allies au cas ou I'un d'eux 
demanderait a I'autre n'importe quelle personne accusee 
d'avoir commis un crime de guerre ou une trahison, ainsi qua 
de prevenir I'obslacle a I'extradition, resultant du caractere soi- 
disant politique de certains delits. 

Ce projel ne fut pas accepte. II n'a pas repu I'appui du 
Gouvernement de la Grande-Bretagne, qui dans sa note du 
29 mars 1945 indique, d'ailleurs avec raison, que les clauses 
prevues dans le projef ne pourraient hater '‘extradition et 
I'accomplissement de la justice a I egard des criminels de 
guerre. 

Comme I'a d'ailleurs indique le Dr. R. Malezieux dans son 
memoire adresse a I'UNWCC du 22 septembre 1945 (Doc. C. 
147), la convention proposee ne reglait, entre autres, les im- 
portants problemes suivants: 

1. La priorite d'un Tribunal Militaire International par rapport 
aux tribunaux de I'Etat (c'est un probleme d'une importance 
capitate aciuellement si Ton arrive a creer un tribunal internati- 
onal penal a cote du tribunal international de justice confor- 
mement aux recommendations de la commission du Droit In- 
ternational de I'ONU du mois de juin 1947). 

2. L'uniformite des principes de la procedure d extradition par 
toutes les autorites militaires alliees disposant de prisonniers 
de guerre, et dans des cas particulars, pour la raison de man- 
que de preuves definies du caractere delictueux de I acte 
reproche.

Les 
dispositions de ce decret-loi englobent toute collaboration avec 
I occupant, soit pas des meurtres directs ou persecutions de 
personnes appartenant a la population civile ou aux prisonniers 
de guerre, soit par une activife leur portant dommage (par 
exemple, en deportant ou capturant des personnes recher- 
chees ou persecutes, ou en faisant du chantage en les mena- 
pant de les livrer a I'occupant).

L’amendemen! a la Joi du 16 fevrier (Journal Official Nr. 7, 
pos. 29) englobe dans ces crimes egalement toute activife diri- 
gee contre les compairiotes, en faisant usage des conditions 
imposees par I occupant. 

Le dernier texte de la loi, en tenant compte de I'amende- 
ment du 1C dec. 1946 (Journal Officiel Nr. 69 pos. 376), englobe 
non seulement la collaboration criminelle avec les autorites 
allemandes d’occupation, mais aussi chaque acte en faveur du 
gouvernement allemand et de ses autorites, comme chaque acte 
en faveur de ses allies et accompli au detriment de TEtat Polo- 
nais ou de ses citoyens et cela independamment ou ce* acte a 
ete accompli et, bien enfendu, independamment de la nati- 
onality de celui qui La accompli.

377), prevoit egalement la repression de la participation 
y des organisations criminelles, sans qu une activite concrete 
de I'accuse soit necessaire et sans distinguer la maniere dont 
s'est formee cette organisation, soit par voie dune entente avec 
I'ennemi ou par un acte des autorites.

CONCLUSIONS. 

Nous avons examine jusqu'ici le probleme de I'extradition 
des criminels de guerre, du point de vue du droit penal com- 
mon e* international en vigueur, en soulignant tout speciale- 
ment les regies qui, n'efant plus d'actualite, devraient etre 
abolies ou modifies. Nous avons aussi etabli les principes 
qui devraient servir de base a une evenfuelle convention In- 
ternationale dans cette matiere. La signature dune pare.lle 
convention permettrai! de faciliter, d'unitier et, en general, do 
resoudre tous les problemes lies a I'extradition. Dans I'ana- 
lyse de ce probleme - (de lege lata et de lege ferenda) le 
point de depart etait le principe territorial, sans I acceptation 
duquel toute extradition est inoperanle et qui a ete exprime 
avec force dans la declaration de Moscou do 1 er novembre 
1943 et dans I'accord de Londres du 8 aout 1945. 

On y a etabli que le but des Allies serait, enfre autres. la 
livraison des criminels de guerre pour eire juges sur les lieux 
ou les crimes ont ete commis. 

Ce principe pourtant. de meme que I'extradition elle-meir.e, 
devrait-il etre realise dans n'imporfe quelle situation histonquo 
ei dans n’importe quelles conditions politiques et sociales? 
En consideration des principes et des buts du drpit en vigueur, 
nous repondons categoriquement par I affirmative. 

Mais au risque meme d'etre traiies d utopique, nous cons:- 
derons que certaines reserves devraient etre formulees en ce 
qui concerne son application a I'heure actuelle. 

Le jugemeni d'un criminel sur le lieu du crime a, en principe. 
pour but de donner satisfaction aux elements de revanche 
du droil et aussi au sentiment de justice et d equite. Mais 
lorsqu'il s'agit de juger un criminel de guerre qui a commis son 
forfait ailleurs que dans son pays d'origine, I application de ce 
principe risque de s'ecarier, dans une cerfaine mesure, des 
effets pedagogiques, psychologiques ef educatifs que devraient 
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produire la loi el le tribunal. En effet, un des buts essentials 
de la justice es! da prevenir, effrayer et instruire toute per- 
sonne qui serait tentee de commettre un forfait semblable. II 
nest guere possible d’obtenir ce resultat sans que le jugement 
soit rendu dans le pays d'origine du criminel, c'est-a-dire 
dans le milieu meme ou I'idee du crime a muri. Ceci nest pas 
possible ou ne peul donner que de tres faibles resultats, si le 
jugemen! est rendu et mis a I'execution dans le milieu de la vic- 
lime, et alors ce n'esl plus qu'une compensation, satisfaisant 
le desir de venger les vicfimes. 

L efficacite du jugement des criminels de guerre depend 
aussi de la rapidite de la procedure judiciaire. L'intensite de la 
criminals durant les annees 1939-1945 etait si grande, qu'il 
ne peut etre question de juger tous les suspects en un laps de 
temps assez court. Mai:’, doit-on done abandonner le chatiment 
des criminels de guerre, parce que, nous trouvant au seuil de 
la troisieme annee apres la cessation des hostilites, nous con- 
statons que nous sommes loin encore de voir ch^tier ne fut-ce 
que les coupables? Une decision de ce genre serait le pire 
service qu on pourrait rendre a la cause de la paix. Nous de- 
vons chercher une issue qui ne sera pas cede de continuer a 
juger dans les pays qui ont souffert pendant I'occupation.

Le projet de cette question elabore par P UNWCC (Doc. 

A. 40 du 24 mars 1947), qui se base sur les decisions respecti- 
ves des traites de paix avec les anciens satellites des pays e 
I'Axe, ne prend pas en consideration les changements qui ont 
eu lieu, notamment la fatigue psychique presque generate 
dans les pays occupes, en ce qui concerne les proces des cn- 
mineis de guerre, leur minime importance pedagogique e u 
cative pour I’Allemagne et, par consequent, pour la cause de 
la democratisation de celle-ci, seul gage et condition e a 
paix mondiale. 

Bien plus juste apparait aujourd'hui la solution de ce pro- 
bleme, en rejetant le poids de juger tes coupables sur I lie 
magne eile-meme. L’experience des tribunaux de denazi ica 
lion est tout a fait negative. Elie a ete vivement critiquee 
dans toutes les zones, mais ceci ne veut p>as dire qu il soit 
impossible d’eviter les fautes et qu il faille abandonner ia su 
stance meme a cause d'une forme mal appliquee. 

Il serait evidemment tout indique de continuer en Allemagne 
la jurisprudence internationale, ou ce qui serait peut-etre p us 
rationnel, une jurisprudence mixte, c’est-a-dire des tribunaux 
allemands avec participation de representants des Alliees ans 
sa composition meme, tant en ce qui concerne les juges que e 
Ministere Public et au cours des differentes instances, a in e 
pouvoir interjeter appel aux sentences prononcees, lorsque es 
representants des Allies ou respectivement des tribunaux inter- 
allies se trouveraient en minorite par rapport aux juges a e 
mands. Ceci permettrait d'^viter une parodie de justice, te 
qu'elle s'est presentee au Tribunal du Reich a Leipzig aprfes 
guerre 1914—1918 ou aux Tribunaux de Denazification crees 
apres cette guerre-ci et abandonnes h eux-memes. 

Si, pour une raison quelconque, pareille solution du pro 
bleme n'etait p>as realisable, il n'est pourtant pas exclu que 
seule maniere juste d'agir serait de transmettre I administration 
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de la justice vis-a-vis das criminels de guerre a I'Ailemagne 
elle-meme, bien entendu sous le controle des autorifes d'occu- 
pation alliees; tenanl compte que, dans certain cas, et surtout 
concemant les criminels les plus dangereux ou ceux qui ont 
occupe des postes de commande a la Gestapo ou autres orga- 
nisations criminelles, I'extradilion s'effectuerait a nouveau et 
qu'ils seraient juges par les tribunaux des pays ou ils ont com- 
mis leurs crimes.

dependance politique de ce pays et de son retour a la sou- 
verainete. 

Si Ton acceple ce genre de solution, il faudra prendre une

PROBLEME DE LA COLLABORATION EN POLOGNE 
ET LA RESOCIAUSATION DE COLLABORATEURS 


I. Pendant la seconde guerre mondiale presque dans tous 
les pays occupes par les forces armees des puissances de I ,,Axe , 
on se trouva en presence de la collaboration d une partie des 
citoyens avec l ennemi. Ce fait indeniable, commun a tous les 
pays occupes, ne peut cependant pas etre considere comme un 
argument suffisant pour le reglement uniforme et schematique 
des consequences de la collaboration par la legislation de 
differents pays. 

La difference dans les conditions sociales et dans la politique 
appliquee par les pouvoirs administratils allemands dans les 
pays occupes ne permettent pas de reduire au meme denomi- 
nateur toutes les formes de ce meme phenomfene.

Cette fa<;on posi- 
tive de resoudre la question du retour a la societe des colla- 
burationistes renonciateurs — pose la question a savoir quel 
foie doii jouer la peine qui doit leur etre appliquee. 

il n est pas douteux que dans tout le courant de son deve- 
loppemenl historique, ('institution de la peine contenait tou- 
jours comme I'essence une privation (vie, liberty, bien etc.) 
p acc'nt le coupable dans une situation pire que celle des 
au.res. Ceci fait distinguer la peine des moyens preventifs au 
sens strict. 

La penelogie polonaise a adopte la theorie mixte, en par- 
ian. du principe que le but de la peine est non seuiement 

iger une re.orsion au deliquant pour avoir enfreint I'ordre le- 
ga , mais aussi la prevention generate et la prevention parti- 
cu .ere, couronnee par la correction du condamne. 

- I on veu, analyser le role de la peine appliquee aux per- 
nes coupabies de la repudiation de la nationality, il faut 
considerer les aspects suivants: 
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1) retorsion pour le fait delictueux commis 

2) education de la societe 

3) pryvention generate 

4) prevention speciale 

5) correction du deliquant. 

Ad 1) Le sentiment sociale de justice exige que les coupables 
soient frappes des peines correspondent a leur faute et 
au mal cause. Cela se rapporte egalement, et dans toute 
son etendue, aux collaborationistes. 

Ad 2) Autant que, dans le cas de tout autre delit relevant du 
code penal, le but que le lygislateur se propose d'attein- 
dre est la correction du delinquent, autant dans le cas 
de la collaboration, il s'agit surtout de la reeducation 
sociale. 1 1 faut en chercher la cause dans I application de 
moyens immoraux exerces par les autorites de I occupa- 
tion et dans la creation de conditions favorisant le deve- 
loppement des etats pathologiques dans I organisme so- 
cial. Bien que la structure morale de la societe polonaise 
ne soit pas ebranlee, il est reste apres les temps d occupa- 
tion une certaine demoralisation, qui est devenue un pro- 
bleme tres serieux de la reafite actuelle polonaise. L occu- 
pant recueille, en ce moment, des resultats, si j ose dire 
posthumes de son action criminelle. II y a relSchement 
des freins moraux chez des personnes peu resistantes, 

,, devaluation" de toutes les valeurs, sans y exclure ia 
vie humaine, negligence dans la cnoix parmi les moyens 
(souvent criminels), qui menent ci la realisation des fins 
qu’on se propose. 

La punition des Volksdeutsche doit avoir lieu, non seu- 
iement parce qu'ils ont enfreint I'ordre legal en Pologne 
par leur conduite pendant la guerre, en se montranf in- 
fideles envers I'Etat dont ils etaient cifoyens, mais parce 
que le retablissement de I'equilibre moral I exige. II 
faut restituer a certains principes de conduite, b certaines 
valeurs morales et ethiques leur signification premiere. 
Ainsi comprise, la peine infligee aux collaborationistes 
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remplit une tache educalrice. Ells constitue une repro- 
bation severe de moyens et de methodes qui tendent 
a se procurer certains avantages aux depens du bien 
commun, elle blame la docilite et la soumission trop fa- 
cile au mal. 

II est legitime du point de vue de I'education sociale 
que le retour aux droits egaux de ceux qui ont abjure 
leur nationalite soit precede d'un chatimenf. I Is ont 
tout de meme donne I'appui, ne fut-ce que numerique, 
a I'ennemi dont les methodes d'action ont enfreint les 
premiers principes de la morale. 

Ad 3) Le but suivant de la peine appliquee aux collaboratio- 
nistes est d'ordre de la prevention generale. Cependant 
vu le caractere special du delit de collaboration passive, 
dont I'accompiissement depend des conditions politi- 
ques bien determinees, la prevention generale acquiert, 
dans ce cas, une signification autre que de coutume. 
Situation dans laquelle la societe polonaise s'etait trouvee 
pendant I'occupation (1939 — 1945) est depuis complete- 
ment changee. Rien ne fait croire que la situation 
d'alors puisse se repeter. La collaboration passive qui, 
pendant la derniere guerre, presentait une menace par 
rapport a i'ordre legal polonais passe de plus en plus 
sur le plan historiqje. La question de ceux qui ont ab- 
jure la nationalite polonaise a ete reglee par la publi- 
cation de dispositions juridiques respectives, alors que 
la vie pose devant la societe de< problemes relatifs 
a la reconstruction economique et a la transformation de 
sa structure qui I'absorbent davantage. Vu qu'en ce 
moment, il n'existe aucune crainte que de tels delits 
puissent etre accomplis, le trenchant de la prevention 
generale se tourne vers I'avenir. II est cependant in- 
contestable que la collaboration, meme sous cette forme 
qu'elle a revetue en Pologne, pouvait, dans les condi- 
tions de guerre et d'occupation, constituer un danger 
pour I'existence nationale. La resistance nationale (sa 
capacite de s’opposer a la pression exercee par I'enne- 
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mi) est la resultante de I'activite et des opinions des 
generations qui passent. Chaque nouvelle generation, 
en entrant dans la vie, sort des conditions formees par 
la generation precedente. 

La peine appliquee b ceux qui ont renie leur nationa- 
lite polonaise peut done avoir pour but la prevention 
generale dans le cas ou un fait analogue ou des condi- 
tions politiques pareilles a la situation de 1939—1945 
puissent se repeter dans I'avenir. 

Son intention serait alors d'effaroucher les faibles, de 
les prevenir contre les consequences d'une telle re- 
nonciation a la nationalite. Une trop grande faiblesse 
vis-a-vis des collaborationistes passifs pourrait, dans un 
certain sens, devenir une faiblesse vis-^-vis de I'histoire 
et de I'avenir de la Nation. 

Lncontestablement, la notion de la prevention generale 
contient dej£ en soi I'element educateur par Taction 
qu'elle exerce sur le grand public. 

Dans le cas du d6lit de collaboration deux questions se 
posent: 

a) La reeducation de la generation contemporaine. 

b) La mesure preventive relative aux delits pouvant 
etre, commis dans I'avenir. 

4) Si Ton prend en consideration ce qui a ete dit ad 3) 
a propos de la prevention generale et vu qu'il n'est pas 
possible, dans les conditions actuelles, de commettre un 
delit de collaboration, il serait bien fonde d'avancer la 
these d'apres laquelle la punition des Volksdeutsche 
ne peut pas avoir pour but la prevention speciale. Cette 
condition semble d'autant plus legitime que la majeure 
partie de ces renonciateurs n'onf jamais ete en collision 
avec le droit. Ils ne manifestent pas de dispositions plus 
prononcees que cela n'arrive normalement b com- 
mettre des delits; par consequent, dans les conditions 
normales de la vie, une interdiction edictee par la loi, 
soutenue par la menace d'employer la contrainte, de- 
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vrait servir d'argument suffisani pour les empecher de 
commettre des actes criminels. 

Ad 5) Si I on veut analyser fe but du chStiment sous son 
aspect educateur, ayant en vue la correction des Volks- 
deutsche, il taut prendre en consideration: 

a) la cause de leur conduite criminelle, 

b) le fait qu'il y a lieu de corriger les delinquents par 
I application de methodes educatrices et 

c) I application de quels moyens serait opportune pour 
parvenir a la correction des condamnes. 

Ad a) Pour arriver a des resulats positifs, il faut, quand 
on considere les faits d'ordre sociologique, eli- 
miner de I'agissemenf des particulars les ele- 
nients peu caracterisfiques, afin de mettre en 
relief les traits communs b presque tous les indi- 
vidus enquetes. Il est evident que la divergence 
de motifs de la conduite des particuliers, les bufs 
different que ceux-ci proposaient d'atteindre, 
rend la reponse difficile. Neanmoins, etanl en- 
tendu que, de cette fa<;on, on simplifie et gene- 
ralise I 'affaire, et qu'on exclue toute une serie 
d autres causes, il semble evident que la cause 
typique, le stimulant de Taction de la majority de 
ces renoncieteurs, etait ('opportunity. 

Toutefois cette explication ne peut etre conside- 
ree comme entierement suffisante. Il est un fait 
notoire qu'une majorite de gens se laisse guider 
par I opportunity. Comment se fait-il done qu'il 
n y a que certains d'enfre eux qui ont ete pous- 
ses a agir par opportunity laquelle, en temps de 
guerre, equivaut a la trahison? 

Or, I habitude des gens vis-i-vis des regies 
juridiques en vigueur s'exprime, en somme, de 
trois fa<;ons diffyrenles: La majority d'entre eux 
nt commettent pas de delits non seulement parce 
que ceux-ci sont punis par la loi, mais parce que 
ces delits sont en contradiction avec les notions 
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morales et ythiques qu'ils professent. II n'y a 
qu'une minority, & predisposition criminelle, qui 
ne s'en fait aucun cas. Quand a ceux-ci, les 
sanctions les plus rigoureuses ne peuvent pas les 
empecher de commettre des actions criminelles. 
Le troisteme groupe enfin, ce sont ceux qui s'ab- 
stienn^nt d'enfreindre la loi uniquement parce 
que celle-ci ydide des sanctions pynales dont 
ils ont peur. 

II semble incontestable que la majeure partie 
des Volksdeutsche appartenait justement a ce 
groupe-li. 

Pendant I'occupation allemande, les sanctions qui 
garantissaient la soumission aux regies du droit 
national polonais ont fait defaut, par contre, I'in- 
fraction a ce droit procurait des avantages soit 
materials, soit personnels. 

Par consyquent, la raison pour laquelle le delit 
de collaboration passive etait commis, ce fut 
I'opportunity liee & I'affaiblissement de frains 
moraux observe chez les auteurs de ce delit. 

Ad b) Certains parmi les savants et magistrats en Po- 
logne avancent la these, d oprfes laquelle I'edu- 
cation des Volksdeutsche est inutile, car la ma- 
jeure partie d'entre eux se rendait parfaitement 
compte de leur devoir envers 1‘Elat et la so- 
ciety. Ils considyrent que cela manquerail le but, 
comme si Ton voulait apprendre aux citoyens 
polonais i lire et b ecrire en polonais, alors 
qu'ils le savent dej£ et seulement, pour plus de 
commodity, ont cesse de se servir pendant I occu- 
pation de leur langue maternelle. Selon eux, 
le seul ch&timent efficace serait la retorsion. II 
est pourtant difficile de partager ce point de vue. 
Du moment que I'Etat a decide de faciliter aux 
Volksdeutsche leur retour & la societe, il doit se 
soucier de leur correction. L'essentiel est, qu apres 
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avoir purge leur peine, ils deviennent un ele- 
ment utile et non nuisible. Du point de vue de 
la politique criminologique et de la prevention 
sagement comprise, il ne s'agit seulement pas 
que le delinquent ne commefte de nouveau un 
delit, mais que, en retournant a la societe, par sa 
mauvaise conduite, il ne contribue b I'accroisse- 
ment de la criminality dans son entourage. 

Ad c) Car il taut souligner que le renoncement a la 
nationality, en soi, n'est pas delit, que la libre 
cboix de son appartenance nationale est un des 
fondements des droits de I'homme. Voila pour- 
quoi le legislateur poionais a assure I'impunite 
a ceux parmi les Volksdeutsche, qui, des le com- 
mencement des hostiiites, avaient manifeste leur 
appartenance a la nationality allemande ou a la 
nationality privilegiee par I'occupant. II est done 
incontestable qu'on punit non pas la renoncia- 
tion en tant que telle, mais en tant que commise 
dans des conditions speciales (guerre, occupation) 
ou le but du delinquent etait non le choix libre 
de son appartenance, mais (souvent pour des 
motifs bas) la trahison de son Etat et de la 
Nation, se trouvant dans une situation critique. 
Comme il a ete d it plus haut, I'opportunite etait 
la cause de leur action criminelle ainsi que la 
perte, (sinon I'affaibiissement), des freins moraux. 

Voily pourquoi I'education devrait contribuera 
leur correctiorr 7 ~en essayant de supprimer le mal 
a sa base. 

La theorie et la pratique penifentiaires connais- 
sent toute une serie de tels moyens. On pour- 
rait, a titre d'exemple, en citer quelques-uns. Ce 
serait le developpement de I'influence par la 
moralisation (conferences, lectures etc.), renforce- 
ment du sens de I'element social dans ''Sme du 
condamne afin de creer le souci de 1‘interet 
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qu'il doit prendre b la communaute et aux lieux 
qui I'unissent aux autres membres de la societe, 
ainsi qu'un systeme approprie d'organisation de 
la vie et du travail dans la prison qui rendrait 
possible la distinction pour les resultats obtenus. 

II est plus essentiel peuf-etre d'eveiller les traits 
generaux universellement humains que specifi- 
quement nationaux. II serait important de sou- 
ligner les myrites obtenus dans le travail, dans 
I'apprentissage, dans la conduite, et d'autre part 
de punir tout acte non ethique et antisocial. 

II est excessivement important, du point de vue 
de I'education, que la peine appliquee aux de- 
linquents ne soit un but en soi, mais qu'elle ait 
un caractere createur qui faciliterait leur appod 
b I'oeuvre de toute la societe. 

Cela permet aux condamnes d'acquerir la convic- 
tion que le chStiment n'est pas vengeance (dont 
la faction est toujours negative dans I'Sme des 
prisonniers), mais qu'elle est un moyen d'attein- 
dre le but et par la redemption de retourner a 
la societe. 

Cet element qui donne au chStiment le caractere 
cryateur et permet aux condamnes de se rehabi- 
liter envers eux-memes et envers la societe — 
e'est le travail. 

3) En resume, il convienf de souligner: 

I. La collaboration en Pologne avait une forme speciale. 
Elle consistait a se confondre avec la communaute aile- 
mande par la renonciation a sa propre nationality. Elle 
differait done de la collaboration pratiquee dans d'aufres 
pays ou elle consistait b la cooperation avec I'ennemi au 
nom d'une ideologic, qui n'excluait pas la conservation de 
sa nationality. 

II. La renonciation & la nationality n'est pas delit en lemps 
de paix. L'individu a le droit de determiner librement 
son appartenance £ la nationality. 





En temps de guerre, quand il y a des conditions sp6ciales, 
elle revet le caractere d'un delit equivalent, de par son 
essence, a la trahison de son pays. 

III. En Pologne, la cause de la renonciation a la nationality 
etait les egards d'opportunife et non les opinions ideolo- 
giques. 

IV. On doit appliquer aux collaborationistes en Pologne les 
moyens educateurs, comme aux gens aimant vivre commo- 
dement, qui tendent a se faire une vie facile, indepen- 
damment des prohibitions legates et des principes "loraux. 

V. Le but de I'education des collaborationistes est de les 
rendre moraux. Le moyen le mieux approprie £ leur cor- 
rection est le travail.

de Suisse, deTch6coslovaquie, du Venezuela, de Yougoslavie,

Considerant que les preuves sont etablies de I'exlermination 
systematique par les nazis de nombreux millions de civils 
innocents; 

Considerant que ses assassinafs de masse, qui peuvenl etre 
qualifies de genocide, constituent, par leur nature, des crimes 
internationaux de droit commun, reprimes par toutes les lois 
penales preexistantes, dont I'identite definit le droit commun 
international. 

Considerant que I'etendue de la culpabilite de ces crimes 
contre i'humanite resulte de la pubticite de leur premeditation, 
que le parti nazi constitue, de ce chef, une organisation b 
I'activite criminelle, dont loutes les lois penales preexistantes 
chatient tous les libres participants par une deuxieme appli- 
cation de droit commun international; 

Considerant que le jugemenl de Nuremberg, du ler oc- 
tobre 1946, constitue le premier acte qui est de grande portee 
de la justice internationale; 

Qu'il convient notamment de mesurer toute I'importance de 
la condamnation par ce jugement, comme ..organisations crimi- 
nelles", des SS, de la Gestapo el SD et des quatre echelons 
superieurs du , .corps des chefs du parti nazi"; 

Qu'il convient aussi de saluer les membres eminents des 
accusations alliees qui ont reuni et presente devant ce tribunal 
les documents les plus accablants des crimes nazis; 

Considerant que I'agression ou „crime de guerre", commis 
par I'Allemagne nazie et retenu par le Tribunal de Nuremberg, 
n'a ete qu'un moyen de developpement de I'entreprise de- 
termination, , .crime contre I'humanite ", poursuivie par essence 
par le nazisme; 

1) Sont coupables de crimes contre I'humanite et sont punis- 
sables comme tels, ceux qui exterminent ou persecuted un 
individu ou un groupe d'individus, en raison de leur nationa- 
lity, de leur race, de leur religion ou de leurs opinions. Ces 
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crimes seront punis meme lorsqu'ils seront commis par des 
individus ou des organisations agissant comme organes de 
I'Etat ou avec I'encouragement ou la tolerance de I'Etaf. 

Les crimes contre I'humanite sont independents de I'elat 
de guerre. 

2) Les auteurs des crimes contre I'humanite doivent actuelle- 
ment etre juges dans I'Etat sur le territoire ou contre les citoy- 
ens duquel les crimes ont ete commis.

COMMENT UN ETAT PEUT-IL PAR SA LEGISLATION 
INTERNE CONTRIBUER A ASSURER LA PAIX 
D'UN AUTRE ETAT 

Rapport present* au Congres de I’Asiociation Internationale 
de Droit Penal a Geneve au mois de juillet 1947. 


I. Pour pouvoir repondre a la question si et dans quelle 
mesure a un Etat moderne incombe 1‘obligation de la pro- 
tection juridique penale sur son terrifoire de la personnalite 
d'un autre Etat, il faut avant tout preciser quels sont les obli- 
gations reciproques des Elats, resultant du droit international. 
Au fur et £ mesure de developpement du droit international, 
ces obligations reciproques prennent progressivement de 1‘ex- 
tension. 

Pendant la periode qui a precede la premiere guerre 
mondiale, la guerre etait consideree comme moyen legal dans 
les relations entre les Etats. Chaque Etat avail ie droit de re- 
g!er ses differends avec d'autres Etats par la voie des armes. 
En realiie, pendant cette periode, il y eut deji des tenh-tives 
pour prevenir les guerres, et les Etats qui ont participe aux 
Conferences de la Haye ont pris (‘engagement de regler 
leurs differends sans avoir recours a la guerre. Cependant cet 
engagement comporiait la clause: ,,Autant que les conditions 
le permettent" qui lui enievait toute valeur reelle. C'est seule- 
ment dans le modeste secteur des disaccords au sujet du 
reglement des dettes que la 2e Conference de la Haye a 
introduit le principe que: „Avoir le recours a la guerre dans 
le but d'obtenir le reglement des dettes est admis seulement 
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dans le cas oil I'Eiat debiteur se soit refuse de soumettre le 
desaccord a I'arbitrage, ou ne voudrait pas se soumettre aux 
decisions des arbitres." 

Par la force des choses, la protection d'un Etat etranger 
dans la legislation penale interne etait, pendant cette periode, 
excessivement limitee. Le but des prescriptions en cause 
n'etait en realite pas la protection d'un Etat etranger, mais la 
sauvegarde de relations internationales amicales. C'est pour 
but de sauvegarder les relations internationales que 1‘Etat 
protege I'honneur d'un Etat etranger et de ses representants. 
Un deuxieme domaine constitue la sauvegarde de la neutra- 
lity vis-a-vis des Etats en guerre, afin d'entre*enir des rela- 
tions amicales avec les parties belligerantes. 

On se base sur le principe de la theorie dominante pendant 
cette periode des droits subjectifs de I'Etat, parmi lesquels le 
droit a I'honneur ef £ Legality est consider^ comme fonda- 
mental. 

Comme element correlatif de ces droits subjectifs on doit 
envisager I'obligation de I'Etat de prevenir les faits qui 
peuvent porter afteinte aux droits subjectifs d'un autre Etat, 
par introduction des lois, condamnant les faits portant atteinte 
a I'honneur d'un Etat etranger ou de ses representanb ot les 
faits portant atteinte au droit d'egalite de traitemenf, c'esf- 
a-dire relatifs & I'observation des principes de la neutrality. 

2. Apres la premiere guerre mondiale, les relations inter- 
nationales se basent sur le pacte de la Societe des Nations. 
D'apres I'article 10 du Pacte, les Etats-membres de ia Society 
prennent ('engagement d'honorer mutuellement leur person- 
nalite et meme de proteger contre une agression, venant 
du dehors, I'integrite territorial et I'independance oolitique 
des dits membres de la Societe des Nations. Cependant on 
n'a pas tire de ce principe toutes les consequences logiques 
et juridiques. D'apres le pacte, les membres de la Society 
des Nalions se sont engages a regler leurs differends par voie 
d'arbitrage, en les soumettant au Tribunal International ou i 
la deliberation du conseil de la Societe des Nations et & ne 


pas avoir recours a la guerre, si la parfie adverse s'est con- 
forme aux jugements du Tribunal International ou des arbitres 
ou aux decisions du Conseil de la Sociyty des Nations prises 
a I'unamimite, (sauf les voix des pays en litige). 

Dand d'auires cas, les parties gardent la liberty de decider 
s'il faut avoir recours i la guerre. II sen suit que le Pacte 
de la Sociyty des Nations, iout en limitant la liberty des Etats 
quant au rfeglement par les armes de leurs differends recipro- 
ques, admettait cependant des cas d'une guerre lygale. 

L'insuffisance des moyens pour assurer la security, si carac- 
teristique pour les dispositions du Pacte de la Societe des 
Nations, a eu sa repercussion dans la faiblesse du systfeme des 
sanctions contre I'agresseur, d'ou rysulta le fait que la Ligue 
n'a pas eu des moyens efficaces pour empecher la guerre. 

Le pacte condu i Paris en 1928 (nomme Briand-Kellogg) 
confirmait le principe exprime dans I'article 10 du Pacte: il 
condamnait solennellement le recours i la guerre et procla- 
mait sa repudiation comme moyen de politique nationale dans 
les relations ryciproques entre les Etats. Mais ce Pacte, aussi 
comme le Pacte de la Sociyty des Nations, n'a pas yte conse- 
quent dans ('application de ses dycisions. II obligeait les Etats 
y ne pas avoir recours h la guerre, mais il ne contenait pas 
de prescriptions donnant des moyens de rygler les differends 
internationaux, menaijant la security internationale. II ne defi- 
nissait pas et ne postulait pas de sanctions & I'egard des Etats 
qui ne se conformeraient pas aux prescriptions du Pade. 

I I La formation du droit interne au sujet de la protection de 
la security des Etats etrangers pendant la periode d'entre les 
guerres dependait done de I'etat du developpement du droit 
international. Etant donne que la guerre n'etait pas dynoncye 
explicitement et categoriquemen* comme un crime, il n'y 
avail pas de base plausible dans la legislation interne pour 
reconnattre comme criminelle toute action ayant pour but 
de provoquer une guerre. 

1 3. Pendant cette periode precisement, (‘Association Inter- 
nationale de Droit Penal et le Bureau International pour 


I'Unificaiion du Droit Penal ont entrepris I'action ayant pour 
but d'introduire dans les Codes penaux des prescriptions 
defendant, sous menace de sanctions, la propagande d'ur.e 
guerre degression. A la lere et llle Conference pour I'Uni- 
fication du Droit Penal, le delegue de la Pologne, le profes- 
seur E. Stan. Rappaport, a depose a ce sujet une motion, qui 
a ete la base d'une discussion el servil b de nouvelles elabo- 
ralions. Ces travaux n'ont garde, en general, qu'un caractere 
de postulate scientifiques bien que, dans quelques nouveaux 
Codes Penaux, on avait introduit des prescriptions pour re- 
primer la propagande d'une guerre d'agression (Code Penal 
polonais, roumain et bresilien). 

Un nouveau pas en avant dans le domaine de la protection 
des Elate etrangers dans la legislation interne etait la signature, 
en 1937, de la Convention Internationale pour la lutte contre 
le terrorisme, afin de combattre sur le territoire des Etats signa- 
taires les acles de terrorisme diriges contre un autre Etat. 

La creation de I'Organisation des Nations Unies a change 
totalement la situation iniernationale des Etats. L'ONU, ap- 
pelee a veiiler sur ia paix et sur la securite des nations, a ete 
dotee d'une competence d'une etendue qui n'a jamais en- 
core ete attribute a aucune organisation internationale. On 
a muni I'ONU d'un droi! d'ingerence dans chaque differend 
international et dans chaque situation pouvant menacer la paix 
et la securite internalionales et le droit d'emettre des recom- 
mendations qu'elle considerera opportunes. Dans le but de 
rendre obligatoire I'execuiion de ces preventions, la Charte 
a impose aux pays adherant a I'ONU I'obligation de meifre 
a la disposition de I'ONU des contingents de forces armees, 
de prefer secours et aide, d'entretenir a sa disposition des con- 
tingents de forces aeronautiques, etc. 

En outre, I'accord de Londres du 8 aout 1945 a adopfe le 
principe que la guerre d'agression esl un crime de droit inter- 
national et les auteurs d'une agression armee sont soumis a la 
responsabilite penale. Le Jugement de Nuremberg a ele juste- 
menl une application de ce principe. 
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4. Ces changements profonds dans la conception du droit 
international devraient trouver leur expression dans le do- 
maine de la legislation interne des pays adherant a I'ONU. 

Des I instant ou les Etats ont reconnu la guerre d'agression 
comme un crime de droit international et ont pris des engage- 
ments internationaux de collaboration dans I'action menee par 
I'ONU contre des Etats-agresseurs e* dans la poursuite des 
criminels de guerre, cas Etats se sont soumis a I'obligation de 
tenir compte dans leurs legislations internes des exigences des 
nouvelles obligations internationales. 

La necessity d'introduire dans la legislation interne des 
prescriplions juridiques, qui son* la consequence des engage- 
ments ayant un caractere international pris par les Etats, resulte 
d'une regie fondamentale de droit international, d'apres la- 
quelle chaque pays est oblige d'etablir sa legislation et son 
organisation interne de maniere a pouvoir remplir ses engage- 
ments. 

D'accord avec la theorie formulee deja par Groiius et re- 
connue jusqu' a ce jour par la majorite des auteurs, un pays, 
bien qu'il ne saurait pas efre considere comme responsable 
des actes d'un individu, est responsable cependant de ses 
propres actes et negligences qui se trouvent en disaccord 
avec les prescriptions du droit international. 

La pratique internationale ne definit pas la faute d'un Etat 
dans le sens subjeclif, psychologique, mais dans un sens pure- 
ment objectif. Pour admettre la faute d'un Etat, il n'est guere 
necessaire de definir la mauvaise volonte, ni meme la negli- 
gence 'des individus, agissant comme organes d'un Etat. 
L'„animus" n'est pas pris ici en consideration. La faute d'un 
Etat doit etre consideree dans le sens objectif comme abandon 
des mesures normales que I'Etat doit appliquer dans son orga- 
nisation et son activite pour combattre les actes des individus 
pouvant exposer un Etat etranger a des pertes. Meme con- 
ception de la faute de I'Etat resulte aussi tres distinctement de 
trois regies de Washington de 1871, a s du navire Alabama. 
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L'objecfivite dans la conception de la faute de I'Etal cree 
la necessity de definir la conception normale de la nettete 
de I'Etal dans le domaine des engagements internationaux, 
dont le manque conduit la responsabilite internalionale. De 


meme que dans le droit civil s'est cristallise une conception 
de la nettete de I'individu, exprime par: bonus pater familias, 
de meme que dans le droit commercial nous rencontrons la 
conception de la nettete du commer<;ant, etablie en vue de la 
protection du commerce, de meme il est devenu indispensable 
qu'une conception d'un ,,bon Elat", de „bona civitas", se cri- 
stallise dans les relations internationales. Cette conception n’est 
que le developpement et la definition plus precise d'une con- 
ception plus etroite de la bonne foi, jusqu' a present en vigu- 
eur, dans les relations internationales en mati&re d'execution 
des accords internationaux. Dans la nouvelle communaute in- 
ternalionale dont la forme d'organisation est I'ONU, cette 
conception d'un ,,bon Etat" a ete definie par la Charte des 
N.U. par I'expression ,,les naiions aimant la paix‘‘. 

Les membres de I'ONU, dans l'a:ticie 2 de la Charte, se 
sont engages a respecter mutuellement I’independance poli- 
tique e* I'integrite territoriaie des autres membres de ('Organi- 
sation. 

De la conception meme de nettete de ,,1'Etat aimant la 
paix" il resulte non seulemenl le devoir de collaboration avec 
I'ONU pour le maintien de la paix et de la security infer- 
nationale, mais encore I'obligation d'introduire dans la legis- 
lation interne de chaque Etat-membre des prescriptions ayant 
pour but la protection de la security des autres Bats. 

5. Ainsi qu'il a ete di! plus haut, la Charte des Nations Unies 
et la Declaration de Londres du 8 acut 1945 ont cree un chan- 
gement profond dans les principes du droit international. 

La base de ce changement est le remplacement definitif de 
la conception de I'egoTsme de I'Etat souverain par une con- 
ception nouvelie, celle de la solidarity des Nations. Les 
nations modernes sont devenues conscientes que, dans I'etat 
actuel des choses, lorsque les liens reciproques entre les na- 
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tions sont si etroites et lorsque la conquete de J'air presente 
une facility de violer toutes les frontieres a 1‘aide d'avions 
ou de projectiles stratosphyriques, la guerre a cesse ci etre un 
fait touchant seulement les belligerants, mais elle est devenue 
un danger pour toutes les nations. La guerre moderne a une 
tendence inyvitable de devenir une guerre mondiale et les 
deux derniyres guerres en sont une preuve suffisanre. 

Des conflits, meme non armes, entre les Etafs et meme les 
conflits interieurs dans le sein d'un seul Etat peuvent facilement 
provoquer des conflits internationaux et devenir la cause 
d'une guerre. 

C'est justemenf dans le but de proteger la paix iniernatio- 
nale comme condilion essentielle de pouvoir sauver I'huma- 
nite d'une extermination certaine par la guerre moderne, et 
aussi pour assurer b I'humanite la possibility du progrys, que 
les nations se sont unies et ont cree une organisation ayant 
pour but la defense de I'humanite contre la guerre. 

De cette manure, I'idee s'est crisfallisee qu'une agression 
armee ne peuf plus etre consideree comme I'expression 
d'une volonte legitime d'un Etat libre et souverain, mais 
qu'une telle agression devient un crime contre la paix inter- 
national susceptible d'etre poursuivi par la loi penale, comme 
tous les autres crimes et meme davantage comme le plus 
epouvantable des crimes. L'Organisation des Nations Unies 
a, entre autres, le devoir et la tache de reprimer ce nouveau 
crime international a I'aide de la force armee et de la punition 
des criminels qui ont provoque la guerre, mais outre cela, et 
ceci est la chose la plus essenlielle, de prevenir la guerre par 
('intervention dans tous les conflits entre les naiions et meme 
dans les conflits internes d'un Etat qui pourraient meltre la paix 
Internationale en danger. Or, la guerre ne pourrait elre consi- 
deree comme action legitime que si elle etait conduite en 
defense contre I'agression, done comme une action de defense 
legitime et non comme une guerre dans le sens classique 
ancien. 

6. II en resulte que de nouveaux problemes surgissent et 
particulierement qu'il devient necessaire de verifier le pro- 
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bleme du caractere juridique d'une intervention armee de 
I'Organisation des Nations Unies contre I'Etat responsable 
d'agression armee. Cette intervention aurait-elle le caractere 
d'une action armee ou un autre caractere particulier? II en 
resulte qu'il sera egalement necessaire de preciser I'attiiude des 
autres membres de I'ONU envers I'agresseur et de determiner 
s'ils doivent etre consideres comme se frouvant en etat de 
guerre avec I'agresseur, de I'instant de la declaration par les 
autorites competentes de I ONU du fait de I'existence d'une 
agression armee, ou si leur attitude doit etre differemment 
definie. > 

Le developpement de ces nouvelles institutions de droit 
international, de meme que la nouvelle structure de la iuri- 
diction penale internationale, incombenf en premier lieu aux 
hommes de lois et c'est sur eux que tombe la responsabilite 
de la creation de nouvelies institutions du droit international, 
pour que ces institutions se montrent a la hauteur de nouvelles 
taches. 

Dans le domaine du droit penal, le probleme du developpe- 
nien! de nouvelles conceptions juridiques est evidemment 
etroitement lie avec le developpement des institutions gene- 
rales du droit international. La plupart des codes penaux con- 
tiennent des dispositions punissant des actes qui portent 
atteinte a la neutraiite. L'eiaf de neutraiite d'un membre de 
I'ONU, par rapport au conflit arme existant, n’est possible 
a concevoir que jusqu'au moment ou I'organe competent de 
I'ONU ne se declare quant a la personne de I'agresseur. Mais 
des ce moment, la neutraiite serait incompatible avec les de- 
voirs du membre de I'ONU, oblige cependant, en vertu de la 
Charte, de participer dans toutes les actions que I'ONU or- 
donnera a fin de s'opposer h I'agression. Les membres de 
I ONU seront done obliges de poursuivre dans leurs terri- 
toires tous les fails constituent une cooperation avec I'Etat— 
agresseur et les fails prouvant I'aide et assistance a cet Etat. 

Si I on aomeilait que, par la designation seule par I'ONU 
de la personne de I'agresseur, les membres de I'ONU se trou- 


vaient en etat de guerre avec I'agresseur, il serait necessaire 
de faire adapter dans la legislation interne des Etats-membres 
de I'ONU des dispositions de codes penaux, touchant a la 
collaboration avec I'ennemi, au nouvel etat de choses. Si une 
telle declaration de I'ONU ne devrait pas avoir comme conse- 
quence automatique I'etat de guerre entre I'agresseur et les 
membres de I'ONU, il s'en suivrait la necessity de creer dans 
la legislation interne des Etats-membres de I'ONU de nouvel- 
les dispositions penales, poursuivant les faits de collaboration 
avec I'agresseur. 

Etant donne que les devoirs des membres de I'ONU sont 
sous ce rapport egaux, tous les membres de I'ONU devraient 
adopter dans les prescriplions penales de leurs legislations 
internes des dispositions egales, relatives a la poursuite penale 
de la collaboration avec I'Eiat declare agresseur par I'ONU. 

C'est pourquoi. se pose, devant les juristes avant tout, la 
tSche d'elaborer, dans les cadres de la nouvelle legislation 
internationale penale, des prescriptions modeles au sujet de 
la poursuite des personnes collaborant avec I'Etat reconnu 
comme agresseur par I'ONU. 

7. Ceci cependant n'^puise pas les taches nouvelles qui se 
posent devant les juristes. Un autre domaine, qui exige de 
nouvelles disposilions penales qui doiv ;nt etre elaborees, 
tend a la poursuite des personnes coupables de la commission 
ou de ('organisation d'une guerre d'agression. La juridiction de 
ces crimes devrait appartenir aux Iribunaux internalionaux ou aux 
tribunaux nationaux, suivant la cas. Le principe devrait etre 
pose que chaque membre de I'ONU est oblige de poursuivre 
sur le territoire de son pays toutes les personnes responsables 
d'avoir organise ou d'avoir commis I'agression et de les faire 
juger selon sa loi nationale, si les faits passibles de peines ont 
ete commis sur son propre territoire, ou bien de les remettre 
aux mains du Tribunal International, eventuellement aux mains 
des autorites du pays allie sur le territoire duquel ces faits 
ont ete commis. Par consequent, dans ce domaine aussi, de 
nouvelles dispositions sont necessaires, touchant aussi bien le 


droit penal materiel que des dispositions relatives a la pour- 
suite et I'extradition.

En plus, il faut prendre en consideration que I'Etat-membre 
de I'ONU a le devoir d'assurer la securite d'un autre Etat par 
la poursuite des personnes qui, en dirigeant la guerre, se sont 
rendues coupables de violation des lois de guerre, de juger 
ces personnes ou de les extrader eventuellement aux autorites 
de I'Etat lese. L'interet international, consistant dans la repres- 
sion severe des crimes de guerre, doit s'exprimer pour tous 
les membres de I'ONU par I'adoption des r&gles communes 
au sujet de poursuites et de I'extradition. 

8. Les mesures de protection de la paix d'un autre Etat ne 
peuvent se borner a la periode ou cet Etat est d6j6 devenu 
I'objet d'une agression armee. Cette protection doit s'etendre 
egalement a la periode de preparation de I’agression et trou- 
ver son expression aussi bien dans le droit p£nal international, 
interetatique ou plutot superetatique que dans la legislation 
penale interne des Etats-membres de I'ONU. En cette matiere, 
il faut distinguer deux genres de faifs delictueux. Les faits de 
la premiere categorie constituent des actes de preparation 
morale, ceux de la deuxiems categorie, des actes de prepara- 
tion materielle de la guerre. 

II y aura lieu de placer dans la premiere categorie des actes 
de la propagande de la guerre comme I'instrument de politi- 
que nationale et comme moyen de regler les differends avec 
d autres pays par voie de conquete ou en but de la revision 
de la situation territoriale existante. On y devra placer egale- 
ment toute action de propagande de la haine contre les 
nations etrangeres, contre des groupes religieux ou raciaux et 
enfin ('organisation et la participation dans les associations qui 
ont pour but ce genre de propagande. Tandis que les faits 
susmentionnes de propagande ou de la haine contiennent dans 
leur definition tous les traits d'un delit et peuvent etre pour- 
suivis en raison de leur caractere propre, les faits entrant dans 
la seconde categorie, embrassant les actes de preparation 
materielle de la guerre, pourraient constifuer un delit seule- 
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ment dans le cas oil its pr6senteraient la preparation d'une 
guerre degression. Car les actes de preparation pourraient, 
dans certains cas, avoir pour objet non I'agression, mais la 
defense. Les sanctions pourraient done etre appliquees seule- 
ment dans le cas ou les autorites competentes de I'ONU 
avaient declare que ces preparations ont pour le but une 
guerre degression. 

9. La Charte des Nations Unies ptevoit egalement I'ing6- 
rence de I'ONU dans les conflits interieurs des Etats, qui pey- 
vent constituer un danger pour la paix generate. En cas de ces 
interventions, les obligations des Etats-membres de I'ONU 
sont, en principe, les m ernes qu'en face d'un conflit arme 
entre les nations ou de sa preparation. Les Etats-membres de 
I'ONU ne pourraient done rester neutres et toterer, sur teurs 
territoires, la propagande et d'autres faits Ites au conflit interi- 
eur dans le sein d'un autre Etat, objet d'une intervention des 
autorites de I'ONU. Ils sont obliges de poursuivre sur leur 
territoire toutes les personnes commettant des fails interdits 
par les organes competenfs de I'ONU. La conscience que la 
propagande de certains mots d'ordre antisocial presente un 
danger international et doit etre universellement poursuivia, 
s'est 6e\h manifestee avant la guerre sous forme de la Conven- 
tion sur la poursuite des terroristes. Actuellement, les princi- 
pes adoptes dans cette Convention devraient etre etendus et 
unifies comme des nouveaux „delicfa juris gentium". 

10. II ne reste qu' b examiner la question de delimitation des 
fonctions de la juridiction internationale et la juridiclion na- 
tionale dans le domaine de la repression des delits contre la 
paix d'un autre Etat. Il ne peut y avoir de doute qu’il faudrait 
se baser sur les principes admis dans I’accord de Londres du 
8 aout 1945 au sujet de la poursuite et de la punition des prin- 
cipaux criminels europeens de I'Axe. Cet accord ne ptevoit 
pas la punition de tous les criminels de guerre par les Tribu- 
naux Internaiionaux, mais limite les competences de ces Tri- 
bunaux aux principaux criminels de guerre. Ainsi, dans le 
domaine de la repression penale des crimes contre la paix 
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d'un auire Elat, it devrait efre accorde, sans aucun aouie, une 
compeience tres vaste aux tribunaux internes. Le Tribunal ln- 
ternaiional, par la force des choses, ne pourra pas s'occuper 
de tous les crimes respectifs. II devra se limiter & punir des 
criminels que leur pays ne veut pas ou ne peuf pas punir. 
Meme en etablissant une competence largement etendue de 
la juridiction Internationale penale, il reste neanmoins tou- 
jours un nombre considerable de crimes qui doivent etre 
poursuivis par les Tribunaux Nationaux. 

11. En resume, on arrive a la conclusion que les pays appar- 
tenant a I'ONU doivent, et les pays n'en faisant pas partie 
peuvent, assurer la paix d'un autre Etaf, en introduisant dans 
leurs legislations naiionales des dispositions penales au sujet 
de poursuites sur leur territoire des tails: 

a) qui portent a la collaboration avec I'Etat, reconnu par 
I'ONU comme agresseur, et a I'aide a cet Etat, 

b) qui portent a I'organisation d'une guerre degression, 

c) qui portent a la preparation morale ou materielle d'une 
guerre d'agression, 

d) qui constituent une contre-action aux decisions des autori- 
tes de I'ONU, relatives a des conflits internes d'un 
autre Elat.

OISE LEGAL ASPECT OF THE POLISH 
REGAINED TERRITORIES 


I. The Political Aspect of the Question. 


This article deals only with some legal aspects 
of the Polish western frontier question, in the 
light of new tendencies in international penal 
law. The official political point of view on 
this subject wus expressed in a speech made 
by the Polish Foreign Minister, Mr. Zygmunt 
Modzelewski, before the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee for Foreign Affairs. Discussing the 
German question, Mr. Modzelewski quoted, 
inter alia, the following letter of the former 
Under-Secretary of State, Sir Alexander 
Cadogan, to Mr. Homer, former Minister 
in the Ixmdon Polish Government: 
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FOREIGN OFFICE — S.W. 1 November 2, 1944. 


Dear Monsieur Homer, 

1 .July reported to the Prime Minister the conversation which I had 
with your Excellency and the Polish Ambassador on October 31, in the 
course of which vou put to me three questions for the consideration of 
His Majesty’s Government. 

2. Th • Prime Minister, after consultation with the Cabinet, has now 
directed me to give you the following replies. 

3. Vou asked in the first place whether, even in the event of the l ni- 
ted Stales Government finding themselves unable to agree to the changes 
in the western frontier of Poland foreshadowed in the recent conver- 
Kilinns in Moscow, His Majesty's Government would still advocate these 
changes at the Peace Settlement. The answer of 1 1 is Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to this question is in the affirmative. 

4. Secondly you enquired whether llis Majesty's Government were 
definitely in favour of advancing the Polish frontier up to the line of 
the Oder, to include the port of Stettin. The answer i- that His Majesty's 
Government do consider that Poland should have the right to extend her 
territory to this extent. 

5. Finally vou enquired whether His Majesty’s Government would gua- 
r an tee the independence and integrity of the new Poland. To this the 
answer is that His Majesty's Government arc prepared to give such a 
guarantee jointly with the Soviet Government. If the United States Go- 
vernment could see their way to join also, that would plainly be of the 
greatest advantage, though His Majesty's Government would not mako 
this a condition of their own guarantee in conjunction with that of the 
Soviet Government. This Anglo-Soviet guarantee would, in the view of 
His Majesty’s Government, remain valid until effectively merged in the 
general guarantee which it is hoped may be afforded by the projected 
World Organisation. 

6. Vi ith regard to what you said in regard to anticipated difficulties 
i.: the w iv of negotiations in Moscow for a reformation of the Polish 
Gov ernment, The Prime Minister observes that the success of these nego- 
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tiations must depend on a solution of the frontier question. It is im- 
possible to ignore the possibility that agreement might be reached on 
the frontier question and that it might nevertheless prove impossible to 
reach agreement on the other matter. That would, of course, be most 
unfortunate, but the Palish Government wtould he in a much better 
position if negotiations broke down on this point, on which they would 
have the support of His Majesty’s Government and probably of the United 
States Government, than on the frontier question.

“In our opinion, said Mr. Modzelcwski, ‘‘and in the opinion of experts 
in international law, this document still remains valid. Mr. Attlee, in 
signing the Potsdam Agreement, was in agreement with the obligations 
arising out of the letter under discussion, whereas Mr. Bevin, questioning 
our right to Szczecin, contradicted the letter of his own Government and 
also the Potsdam decisions.” 

i here scorns to be a tendency in some {Kilitieal quarters to create the 
impression that the Polish-German frontier, as finally established in the 
Potsdam Agreement, is something new which has been placed on the 
agenda of international politics and agreements only recently. H. M. Go- 
v ernment’s Note of November 2. 1944, signed by the Under-Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs. Sir Alexander Cadogan proves beyond anv 
doubt that this problem was not only discussed as early as 1944, hut that 
it was at this dale already far beyond the limit of diplomatic exchange 
of views and had reached the stage of a concrete, definite and binding 
obligation by H. M. Government. This obligation has not since been 
cancelled, reyoked or questioned by any member of H. M. Government. 

The fact that it remained a concealed or secret document, access to 
which was denied to the Polish Government, as all archives of the former 
London Government were secured (or, using the wording of the Pots- 
dam Agreement, alienated) by the Polish emigres, has not altered the 
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legally binding character of this unequivocal obligation. .Nor can the 
thesis expressed in the House of Commons on June 4, 1947, when the 
existence of this concealed document became public and was officially 
confirmed, alleging that this document had been su|>crseded bv the Pots- 
dam Agreement, be accepted. It has been pointed out already that no 
notification was given by H. M. Government’s representatives between 
November, 1944. and June, 1947. that Sir Alexander Cadogan’s letter 
was to be regarded as a piece of pure imagination. 

In order to prove that after Sir .Alexander Cadogan’s .Note, the quest- 
ion of Poland's W estern frontier was developed in detail by most respon- 
sible members of the British Government, extracts from speeches bv the 
1U. Hon. Winston Churchill, then Prime Minister, and Mr. Ernest Bevin, 
Foreign Secretary, are quoted below. 

A. - DECLARATIONS by the RT. HON. WINSTON CHURCHILL 
I. — December 15 th, 1944 

Mr. Churchill, Prime Minister of 11. M. Government, in the llouso 
of Commons on December 15, 1944: 

"I cannot accept the view that the arrangements which have to be 
proposed about the frontiers of the new Poland arc not solid and satis- 
factory, or that they would not give to Poland that abiding home of 
which I spoke to the House in, February. If Poland concedes Lvov and 
the surrounding regions in the south on the line known as “Curzon Line 
A. if she makes this concession and these lands are joined to the 
Ukraine, Poland will gain in thu north the whole of East Prussia west 
anil south of koenigsberg, including the great city and porfof Danzig, one 
of the most magnificent cities and harbours in the world, famous for 
centuries as the great gathering place of the trade of the Baltic and, 
indeed, of the world, Instead of the threatened and artificial corridor, 
which wns built so laboriously after the last war, Poland will stretch 
broadly along the Baltic on a front of over 200 miles. 

The Poles arc free, so far as Russia and Great Britain are concerned, 
to extend their territory at the expense of Germanv to the West. I do 
not propose to go into exact details, but the extensions, which would be 
supported by Britain and Russia, are of high importance. Thus, they

gain in the West and North territories more important and highly devel- 
oped than they lose in the East. 

“The transference of several millions of people would have to be 
effected from the east to the west or north, and the expulsion of the 
Germans (because that is what is proposed — the total expulsion of the 
Germans) — from the area to be acquired by Poland in the west and 
north. For expulsion is the method which, so far as wc have been able 
to see, will be the most satisfactory and lasting. 

“There will be no mixture of populations to cause endless trouble as 
in Alsace- 1 Lorraine. A clean sweep will be made. I am not alarmed at 
the prospect of the disentanglement of populations, nor am I alarmed 
bv these large transferences, which are more possible than they ever 
were before through modem conditions. Nor do I as^why there should- 
not bo room in Germany for the German population of East Prussia 
and of the other territories I have mentioned. After all, 6,000, (KM. or 
7.000.UU0 Germans have been killed already in this frightful war, into 
which the\ did not hesitate, for a second time in a generation, to plunge 
all Europe. At the present time, we arc told that they have 10,000,000 
or 12,000.000 prisoners or foreigners used as slaves in Germany, who 
will, we hope, be restored to their own homes and lands when victory 
is gained. 

“I must say, because I am most anxious the House should understand 
the whole position, speaking on behalf of H. M. Government in a way 
which 1 believe would probably be held binding by our successors that 
at that Conference we shall adhere to the lines which 1 am now unfold- 
ing to the House.” 

II. — February 27 th, 1945 

Mr. ChurchilL in (he House of Commons, on February 27, 1945: 

“The three Powers have now agreed that Poland shall receive sub- 
stantial accessions of territory both in the, North and in the West. 

“In the North she will certainly receive, in the place of a precarious 
Corridor, the great city of Danzig, the greater part of East Prussia west 
and south of Koenigsberg, and a long, wide sea front on the Baltic. 
In the West she will receive the important industrial province of Upper 
Silesia and, in addition, such other territories to the east of the Oder, 
iis it may be decided at the peace settlement to detach from Germany

after the views of a broadlybasod Polish Government have been a-cer- 
tained. 

“W o need not fear that the task of holding these new lines will be loo 
heavv for Poland, or that it will bring about another German revenge 
or that it will, to use a conventional phrase, sow the seeds of future 
wars. Wo intend to take steps far more drastic and effective than those 
which followed the last war because we know much more about this 
business, so as to render all offensive action by Germany utterly im- 
possible for generations to come. 

“The plan should he studied as it whole, and with the main common 
objective always in view. The three Powers are. agreed that acceptance 
bv the Poles of the provisions on the Eastern frontiers and, so far as can 
now be ascertained, on the Western frontiers, is an essential condition 
of iho establishment and future welfare and security of a strong, inde- 
pendent. homogeneous Polish State. The proposals on frontiers are in 
complete accordance, as the Hou-e will remember, with the views expres- 
sed l.v inc in Parliament on behalf of His Majesty’s Government many 
times during the past year. The Western frontiers, which will involve a 
substantial accession of German territory to Poland, cannot be fixed ex- 
cept as part oT the whole German settlement until after the Allies have 
occupied German territory and after a fully representative Polish Go- 
vernment has been able to make its wishes known. 

B. — DECLARATIONS by the RT. 1I0.N. ERNEST BEGIN' 

I. — August 2nd, 1945 

The Foreign Secretary, Mr. Bcvin. in the House of Commons on 
August 20, 1945: 

“ . . . At Potsdam the Prime Minister and 1 found there was a kind 
of vacuum from which the Germans had heen driven out between the 
Eastern nnd Western Nei-se. and the administration of the /.one had been 
largely handed over to the Poles. We came to ihe conclusion at the end 
of our discussions with the United States, Soviet, nnd Polish Govern- 
ments that there was no escaping the course adopted so that the economy 
of the region might he restored and enabled to make its full contribution 
;ts soon as |>ossible to provisioning a devastated Euro|»e. The question 
where the final delimitation of the frontiers will rest depends to a very 
large extent on what populations return to Poland . . . 
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“There was agreement, at least bv inference, that the Poles should «o 
to the Otlcr and the Eastern Ncissc. The population of the territories to 
the IS est of that river on a pre-war basis amounted to little over 
".5.000.000. most of whom are said to have already gone; thev have just 
been driven out. On the other hand, there are 4.000.000 Poles in the 
territory that Inis been reded to Russia. \\ ill they return to Poland, or 
will they remain in Russia? 

“It all depends on what happens. It would not be. right of the House 
to ask me to judge what will happen until I ean see.’’ 

II. — November 2'i rd, 1945 

'If. lievin in the House of Commons on November 2d, 1945: 

“Regarding the transfer of German [vopulation-, our aim has been to 
ensure that the Potsdam decision- on this subject are implemented. Wc 
do not seek to reverse or stop the necessary process of transfers. . .' . 

III. — February 21st, 1946 

Mr. Rev in in the House of Commons on February 21, 1946: 

Wc acceded to the Oiler and the Western Neisse at Potsdam: 
anil so all you can do for . . . Poland . . , vou have done. \ ou have 
don • it in the war and immediately at the end of the war . . 

IV. — October 22 nd, 1946 

\ir. Bcvin in the House of Commons on October 22. 1946: 

“• • • Wo . . . wish to be assured that the Poles are able to develop 
this territory so that its economic resources are propcrlv used, and that 
it docs not become a wilderness from which the Germans have been 
excluded but w hieh the Poles are unable to populate’’. 

V. — May 15 th, 1947 

Mr. Bcvin in the House of Commons on May 15, 1947: 

"... The territory between the Eastern and Western Neis-e, it seems, 
has been filled up. hut I am not so sure about the territory between 
Frankfurt and the Baltic, which is a great agricultural area. Before 
territory of this kind is finally handed over — and I pronounce no opi- 
nion as to what the final view of His Majesty’s Government would be — 
one is entitled to have the facts before giving a final decision .... 
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\\ <■ have an open miml on the matter, but . . . we aceepl the view that 
Poland must he compensated for what was taken away from Iter by Sov- 
iet lius'ia in the Past. The fart is that the Polish population has dropped 
from do million to 22 million, hut there are. as I said the other day. 
a large number of Poles abroad ami. if they come back and are given 
the land in the manner promised to us at Potsdam, it may create a dif- 
ferent situation . . 

(Probably Mr. Bovin when making the above statement hatl in miml 
the province of Western Pomorze. Mr. Kevin was right in saying that in 
Mav. 1947. this territory had not yet been "filled up” bv population, 
but lie did not mention in bis speech how severely this very territory " as 
devastated during the war, as it was there the retreating Germans creat- 
ed their last lines of resistance, and there was very hard fighting during 
the Iasi months of the. war. The result was that a considerable part of 
this territory resembled a" desert when the Polish Authorities arrived. 
These were also the most densely rained areas. The value of the des- 
troyed dwelling houses and industrial buildings amounted in this pro- 
vince to some 1. 61,750.000 at pre-war prices. The number of destroy- 
ed farm buildings reached 22.5 per cent, of the total, of dwelling 
liauses in the towns to 64 per cent, of the total, the destruction of indus- 
trial buildings is estimated at 83 per rent, of their total pre-war value. 

It is no wonder that a country devastated by the war. and even more 
so by the German authorities during the occupation, to such a degree 
as Poland, could not during the first two years after the war repair 
all the destruction in this province. Thus Western Pomorze could not 
be “filled up’’, till May, 1947. 

Regarding the second item raised by Mr. Kevin, namely the question 
of giving land to the Poles returning from abroad, it may he presumed - 
that Mr. Bevin had in mind first of all the members oT the former Polish 
Armed Forces who fought on the Western Front. It should be stated 
here that, according to the law of August 10, 1945. all Polish soldiers 
who took part in the war againsl Germany, regardless of where they 
fought, arc entitled to a free of charge gram of 25 acres of Tarm-hold- 
ings oT medium soil, they receive the highest priority in help for 
reconstruction of their holdings, for allocation of livestock and equip- 
ment. The members of the Polish Navy returning from Great Britain 
have the highest priority for receiving holdings, free of charge, in areas 
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surrounding the sea part. Tp to November. 1946. thov^fmd received 
already 1.200 of such holdings. At that time it was estimated that 10 
per cent, of all farm-holdings granted to the demobilised jobbers, in- 
cluding former members of the Underground Army, were received hv 
those who returned from the W est. More ree nt dat i i not vet available.) 

“A similar position was taken by the Government of the USA. a- 
expressed in the letter of President Rqosevcli to the Prime Minister of 
the Polish Government in London, dated 17 th November. 1944. and 
delivered personally by W. A. llarriman w ho stated that the support 
of America in the subject of the new Polish Western frontiers should lie 
considered as a most large ami complete". 

II. German Views 

.t m 

\\ bile this article is being written, preparations for the settlement of 
the German problem arc in progress. At the same time, the final deli- 
mitation ol Poland s western frontiers become of particular importance 
in view of the revisionist tendencies not only in Germane, as might be 
expected, but even outside that country. Those who support the revi ion of 
those frontiers base their claims on humanitarian and economic grounds. 
The Germans themselves, though conceding their responsibility '-which 
they cannot refute-for the losses and destruction inflicted on all the 
Allied Nations, Poland included (and though not objecting lo the revindi- 
cation of Allied property carried away to Germany) aim at rebuilding 
the German stale within its pre-war — 1938 — frontiers. 

I he arguments put forward by the Germans in support of their atti- 
tude ore: 

1. The area of the present Western Territories constituted for many 
centuries part of the German state (historical argument). 

2. The population of this area consists in its overwhelming majority 
of Germans. Their expulsion from these territories is contrary 
to the principle of self-determination of nations (ethnographical 
argument). 

3. The explusion of a population from a land which it has inhabited 
for so many years and the manner of this explusion infringe 
the principle of justice and fairness (humanitarian argument). 
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4. Deprived of these territories, Germany will erase to be economi- 
cal! v self-sufficient. and will not hr aide to pay itie reparations 
imposed In tlie \IIies. Snrh a Germain will upset the eeonotnic 
ha Inner of Western Kurope (economic argument). 

0. Deprived of these territories, Germany. will not be in a position 
to feed her [Kipulalion: this in torn will eattse the standard of 
life in Kurope to he lowered to the nineteenth eentury level (de- 
mographic argument ). 

ti. The democratic, parties of Germany, having no means by which 
to raise the l.nv standard of life, will find it difficult to gain in- 
fluence amongst the German people and to bring about the de- 
nazification of the country. The resulting psyehulogieal attitude 
mnv degenerate into a chauvinistic nationalism and so become 
a threat to the peace of Kurope (democratic argument). 

7. The new frontiers oT Germany have not yet ben definitely esta- 
blished. Mr. Byrnes lias suggested their revision. Ilis suggestion 
should hr considered at the peace conference leg tl argument. 

III. Some Polish Views 

The Polish views can he briefly defined as follows: 

1. The Western Territories regained by Poland had once been the 
cradle of the Polish stale. This i- borne out by the fact that not- 
withstanding the process of Germani/ation which lasted for mans 
centuries these lands have still retained many traces of their 
Polish character (historical argument). 

2. In spite of the denationalization policy carried out by the Ger- 
mans. a considerable number of descendants of the former auto- 
chthons have remained in these territories. The joint decision 
which the Great Power* reached at Potsdam gave Poland the right 
to remove the German population from these territories. It was 
not necessary to secure the consent of the German state which 
had surrendered unconditionally after its defeat. The Potsdam 
decisions were put into force: the western territories, populated 
bv Poles from the eastern areas of Poland ceded to the Soviet 
Tnion, have become entirely Polish. \nv frontier changes carried 
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out now or in the future would be contrary to the right of self- 
determination of the Polish population already settled there (eth- 
nographic argument). 

3. The deportation of Germans was carried out in accordance with 
the decision of the Great Powers, under their control and in a 
manner as favourable as conditions allowed, so enabling the de- 
portees to eontinue their existence within their new state frontiers 
(humanitarian argument). 

4. The Western Territories give economic independence to Poland. 
At the same time they compensate Poland for the territorial los- 
ses in the cast. Without these areas Poland would not be able 
to rebuild her economy, so severely damaged during the war. Po- 
land's eeonomic weakness would U|wet the eeonomic balance of 
Kurope (economic argument). 

5. dobs and homes must be provided for the Polish population from 
the eastern territories. ,In view of the terrible destruction of Po- 
lish towns and industry, it would be impossible to achieve this, 
without the Western Territories. Concentration of a relatively 
large population within a small area would only result in a fur- 
.ther lowering of the standard of life of the Polish people, already 
below par because of war destruction (demographic argument). 

6. Not being able to obtain a higher stundard of life, the great 
majority of the Polisli people would be prevented from having an 
adequate share in the social income and education: this in turn 
would hamper any social reform (democratic argument). 

7. The Polish frontiers have been established definitely at the Pots- 
dam conference, and what is required now is only their formal 
approval by the peace conference. According to Mr. Molotov, this 

„ is confirmed by the. fact that the Four Powers have agreed to the 
transfer of populations (legal argument). 

IV. Premises of Peace Treaties. 

The object of this study is not to discuss the. merits of the theses ad- 
vanced by the two opjtosing parties. However, one cannot refrain from 
cxpiessing »he view that these theses remain in fact within the scope of 
traditionally accepted premises, which have been the basis of peace trea- 
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tics concluded in the past. Both parties make Use of them, putting for- 
ward in turn historical, ethnographical, demographic, economic, anil 
legal arguments. 

In tho course of history these premises were undoubtedly an expres- 
sion of interest of those groups which scored military victories at dif- 
ferent stages of the social and economic development of the two countries. 

These classical arguments are not in keeping with the new trends in 
relations between states which have emerged from the last war. These 
trends are a proof of evolution in international law which, formerly 
based entirely on institutions of eivil law. has moved towards concep- 
tions of penal law. At present, therefore, every war of aggression is 
considered as a breach of law and a punishable offence, while according 
to former conceptions, war was considered as a prerogative resulting 
from sovereignty. In the event of defeat only damages and reparations 
for losses inflicted on the conqueror could have been demanded. Such 
a roneeption is based purely on civil law institutions. 

Private law underwent great changes in the nineteenth century, assum- 
ing to some extent the characteristics of public law. Such a change of 
private law became possible only when it was realised that there existed 
interests hierarchically higher than the needs of a selfish individual. 
Thence tin- stress was laid on conceptions of public interest, public 
order, moral conduct, social purpose and thence high penalties for cer- 
tain categories of offences. 

The concept of liability for eivil offences tends to give way to the. 
increasingly broadening conception of -jw-nal res|>onsibilitv for uninten- 
tional guilt. 

In international lew such a change could have taken place onI\ after 
the conception of international community hat gained ground and after 
it wa> realised that peace between states safeguards the existence of 
such a community. 

Antiquity, based on a system permitting the defeated enemy to become 
a slave, could not create the consciousness of international interests. 
\\ arts between cities or governments in their ancient forms usually ended 
in the submission of the defeated adversary, the destruction ofhisset- 
: lenten ts. the enslavement of his people and the imposition of a new or- 
der in the name of the victor s deity. The law of nations was at that 
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time built entirely on lines similar to those which the private law was 
based. 

Relations between states in the feudal age remained almost the same, 
The state was identified with the feudal lord, that is, the owner of lands 
gi\rn him in feud together with the people. International agreements 
have thus the character of private contracts concluded between the va- 
rious feudal lords. Slowly, in the struggle for supremacy in Europe be- 
tween the Popes and the Roman emperors, and with the emergence of 
other sovereigns who aimed at hegemony in Europe, the conception of 
an inter-state, community, higher than the interests of the. various feudal 
lords, was l>orn. It included at first only the Christian world over which 
the Emperor and the Pope struggled for supremacy. 

This conception of community, which was just beginning to develop, 
was destroyed by the Treaty of "Westphalia of 1648. The principle ‘‘cuius 
regio cius religio” left to the rulers complete freedom with regard to 
the domains subordinated to them. It reserved only respect for the abso- 
lute rights of other rulers. This thesis was not limited to the religious 
aims postulated. It helped to shape in a different manner states of a 
new type- where secular interests were preponderant yet identified with 
the person of the nhsolutc ruler. The Treaty of Westphalia hat all the 
characteristics of an agreement based on institutions of private law. The 
conflict of interests of the various state organisms which were emerging 
at the time was defended by* force. In time, when force itself hail cea- 
sed to be a sufficient guarantee of power, the principle of balance of 
power was put forward as a further postulate: it is mentioned quite 
clearly in the preamble to the Treaty of Ltrecht of 1713. 

When England began to look for footholds overseas ;\nd wished to 
monopolise the sea route- to serve her own interests, Selden became her 
spokesman in those aspirations. He. created the conception of "marc 
elausum“ — the closed sea. 

Selden’s train of thought was also based on institutions of private 
law, that is, taking into possession by occupation of routes of great navi- 
gation. The conflicting interests of the Netherlands and of France and 
the simultaneous development of the theory of mercantilism on the Con- 
tinent created in rc-plv Grotius’s doctrine of the “mare liberum ’ based 
on the contention that the sea and straits dividing two countries cannot 
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be slate property. Tile conceptions of the two opponents were again 
based on institutions of private law. 

I ho Congress of Vienna 1815 emphasized the triumph of the civil law 
conception in an especial!) striking manner, \fter the upheaval of the 
I'rcnch Revolution an international agreement was conclude)! whose 
basis was the legitimistie principle, i.c. "restitutio ad integrum’' of 
authority over a state to the former sovereigns. 

The principle of self-determination of nations which is (he basis of 
the Treaty of \ ersaillcs of 1918, is also a civil law conception. In place 
of a sovereign who lias the right of ownership of a state, conics the 
Nation as a whole which in its majority inhabits the land or. in other 
words, owns it. Such a private law approach to problems was doubtlessly 
consistent at the time of its formulation with the prevailing conditions 
of the economic and social development of nations. The imperialistic 
phase of capitalism which created the\ terrorist doctrine of Fascism and 
justified a war of aggro-si m as legal has shown that the aforementioned 
conceptions did not stand the test of time. 

1 he I.caguo o( Nations, at who-c foundations In', in spite of some limit- 
ing clauses, the unlimited sovereignty of shite-, based on an analog' 
with egoistic, multilateral ci'il contracts, failed badb with regnrd to 
sanctions, stipulated in it- statute. 

The exclusive use of the traditional premises of .international law 
would mean continuation along a road which had failed. One should 
aim at creating a legal system whose nccossilv would be elearlv proved 
by the experiences of the last war. This means that in international law 
the civil law conception has given way to the conception of penal law. 
We believe therefor**, that it is not enough to e\|K»sj* ih** German argu- 
ments with regard to Poland - Western 1 erritories within the framework 
of civil law premises of international law. The German arguments should 
be answered, in the interests of the international eominunitv. hv arguments 
of the new law of nations, by arguments of penal consequences to be 
suffered h\ a stall* which would commit the offence of starling a war of 
aggression. 

The principle of penal consequences for the breach of peace ami the 
desire to secure international peace in the future are not egoistic prin- 
ciples of various nations, hut a universal aim of the community of nations. 
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V. International Penal Lan as an Instrument of Peace 


International penal law, similar in its evolution to municipal |«*nal 
law, recognises two types of offences: the individual and the state. A 
number of scholars have paved the way of development of this new 
conception. International law safeguards the individual against, and 
punishes him directly for, piracy, smuggling, blockade-running. The 
sentence passed bv the International Tribunal at Nuremberg established 
the direct res|>onsibility of the individual before international law for 
arts eommitcsl in his own name and in that* of the state. It wa- thereby 
accepted that the individual may be directly the subject of an offence 
in thei light of international |>enal law. in order to avoid any doubt, 
the Tribunal further established that the individual was responsible also 
when he acted on behalf of the state. In such a case the individual could 
not enjov immunity, based on the so-called theory of "Acts of State . 
The sentence finallv stated that the statute of the International Mili- 
tiirv Tribunal was in conformity with general international law and 
international penal law in force at the moment of setting up and sign- 
ing the statute. 

In our opinion, no doubt can exist today that the individual has be- 
come the direct subject of international penal law and that relation 
to this law did not arise, through the intermediary of the "state cage " 
alone — as Pol it is once ironically said. 

International penal jurisdiction ami the responsibility of the indivi- 
dual for acts of state do not raise any reservations from the point of 
view of the law of nations and have already their own history. 

The setting up of international and national tribunals Tor certain 
categories of such offenders had already been foreseen by the Treaty 
of Versailles. 

In the inter-war period a number of scholar- dealt with that problem, 
to mention onlv: Pelln.Donnedicu de \ abres. Roux, Solillc. Carton *le 
V iart. Calovanni. Rappapnrt. Saldana. Lewin. Politic. Descamp. That 
problem was also the subjel of diseussion by international bodies such 
as the International Criminal I. aw Association, the International l.aw 
Association ami the League of Nations which even went so f ir as to set 
up a special Committee to prepare a project of international law authori- 
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zing ;irl- of reprisal. The project lias later become the bri'is of a con- 
vention i<> combat terrorism. 

I’h.' problem of penal res|>onsil>ilitv of the state a' a whole for acts 
commilleii by its organs does not raise am great reservations toilav. 
The theses of the penal responsibility of the state were accepted by the 
Inter-Parliamentary Inion during its sessions in Washington in 1925, 
in I.ondon — in 1930. in Geneva — in 1932; by the International Law 
Association at its Congress in Vienna, in 1926, by the International Penal 
Law Association at its Congress in Brussels, in 1926 and in Bucharest, in 
1929. The matter was also considered at the Congress at Palermo, in 1933 
and in Paris, in 1937. The International Penal and Penitentiary Commis- 
sion dealt with it at the Congress in Prague, in 1930 and in Berlin, in 
1935; tho Inter-Parliamentary Union at the Conference in London, in 

1930 and in Geneva, in 1932. the Pan-Lu ropean Union at the Congress 
at Basle, in 1932. the International Bureau for Peace at Brussels, in 

1931 and 1932. , j 

The Resolution of the first Congress of the International Criminal 
Law Association 1926 runs as follows: 

"Til-' permanent tribunal will consider the ipiestion of penal respon- 
sibility of states for unjustified aggression or am other breach of inter- 
national law. Adequate penal means and preventive measures will be 
Used against the guilty state’’. 

The concept of rcsjtoiisibilily of states ran parallel and consistent Iv 
with the evolution of municipal penal law. which, in view of economic 
changes admit- even more frequently the penal responsibilitv of groups 
as subjects of penal law. 

I he evolution of the principle of penal responsibilitv of a group, 
association, legal person, was of course cxiremelv slow and has not 
been brought about without a number of hesitations and non-sequiturs 
in municipal law. 

In a simplified outline, this could be presented thus; first, acts were 
technically defined as offences, eonsi-ting in omission, and later respon- 
sibility was extended also on deli eta per rommissioncm. Vi 
first only groups being legal persons were responsible, but later also other 
Itodi \s. even without a corporate form, if it was proved that thev had a 
unity of will. aims, and methods of action. 
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The French (ionseil d'Etat, the House of Lord-, and the Federal Court 
of the United States realised in the second half of the nineteenth century 
the necessity of punishing groups and often made them legally respon- 
sible. 

In Section 2 of die Interpretation Act, issued by the British Parliament 
in 1889. it is mentioned inter alia that in legal texts used as a basis for 
a written accusation or for the summing up in connection with a punish- 
able contravention of the law, the word ‘'person” used in every legis- 
lative art, before and after the 1st January 1899, means also corpo- 
rate groups, unless the act specifies otherwise. 

Thus, the penal responsibility of legal person in Britain received a 
broader legal basis anil was not limited to ca-es of breaches of public 
safety, as was previously accepted bv the judicature. 

In the text of the resolution of the Second Congress oT the Internatio- 
nal Penal Law Association of 1929. it is stated, among other things, that 
the extension of the meaning of legal persons has been recognised and it 
has been found that they have become a social [tower in modern life. 
As the legal order of every community may be disturbed owing to the 
fact that the activity of legal persons represents a violation af the penal 
law. it has been resolved: 

1. Efficacious means of social defence again-t legal persons in ease 
of violations with the. aim of collective gain to these persons or by 
means provided by them which cause their responsibility, have to 
he introduced in the penal legislation. 

2. The adaptation of protective means concerning a legal person 
should not exclude individual responsibility of physical persons 
in case of the same offence, especially when the management and 
direction of the legal person are in their hands, or in a ease 
where they ha v c committed the offence by means of a legal person. 

A further resolution of the Congress deals with the application of sanc- 
tions to countries guilty of infringement of the Paris Briand-Kellog Pact 
of 1928, that is, guilty of aggression. 

The recognition of the principle of penal responsibility of legal persons 
and of the. state as a kind of legal person entails not only the possibility 
of considering slates as guilty of unjustified aggression and other crimes. 
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bui also makes j>ossible the application of adequate preventive measures 
against such persons. 

Donnedieu dc Yabrcs was in favour of those measures when he made 
lus rc|K»rt to the First International Congress of Penal Law and stated 
tliiil, when applied, they "will he an expression of the feeling of inter- 
national justice and solidarity'' 

Hotix. who has warned against- tlm danger threatening legal order on 
the part of legal bodies in the new economic and social set-up, was 
against the introduction of penalties, hut in favour of applying preven- 
tive measures against legal boiiics. 

The International Code of- Repression'’, elaborated bv Pella in 193.1, 
and forming part of the "Plan general dun code du droit mondial”, 
edited by La Fontaine, contains in its fir-t chapter a list of penal sanc- 
tions and preventive measures with regard to stales. 

Jhe following are foreseen: as penalties: diplomatic sanctions (such as 
breakmg-off relations), legal sanctions (confiscation of properly, etc.), 
economic sanctions (b.ockadc. embargo, etc. and other supreme san. tion- 
co ires ponding to the death penalty with regard to an individual. 

As preventive measures are enumerated: forfeiture of armaments, 
prohibition of production for purposes of war. limitation of armed for- 
ces and armaments, complete disarmament, establishment of neutral 
zone, of organs of control over the administration, etc. 

It is obvious from the enumeration of these penal sanctions and preven- 
tive measures that the ways are varied bv which, according to the degree 

or guilt, a penalty is met, which aims at safeguarding the legal 

order in relations between nations and at strengthening world peace. 

Contrary to the traditional premises or international law which, bv 
means „r ,>eace treaties, expressed the tendenev to achieve a certain 
temporary defence of private interest, of one country or another, or of 
a block of countries, the new trend in penal law safeguards the principle 
of the community of nations, ready to strike a, any member of this com- 
munity who is dangerou, to peace and to safeguard itself from the 
possibility of his* criminal relapse. 

We realise that the latter sanction i. or an exceptional character and 
conld he decided on only after all other means had been exhausted. 
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To debar the aggressor from the bases of his armed potential and to 
hand these over cither to an international community or to on - of its 
members, in the first place the member for whom they would at the 
same time present a compensation for material losses suflcre I as a re-ult 
of aggression, would bo one of the most effective means of safeguarding 
an international community from a new aggression. 

Thus the exclusion of certain areas of a state guilty of international 
crimes would grow into a means of safeguarding and preserving peace. 

Such a cession is completely different from an annexation, partition or 
occupation, the object of which is to satisfy the interests of one state or 
a group of states as a result of their temporary military ascendancy. 

The difference is fundamental. The point of gravity moves from the 
sphere of interest of one state in relation to be vanquished, to die 
general interests or the international community. Such a premise 
forms a basis which is universal and in accordance with the contempo- 
rury development of ethical and legal thinking. It will serve in future to 
prevent the greatest war crime, the start of a war of aggression. 

VI. The Third Reich ns Criminul Offender 

The fact that the Third Reich has committed criminal offences cannot 

remain in doubt now. after the sentence of the International Military- 

Tribunal at Nuremberg has been passed. It must be considered as proved 

unreservedly. The sentence states that Germany has broken inter alia 
* 

the following international agreements: 

1. The Hague Convention of 1899, which stipulates that before a 
state resorts to arms, it should, whenever possible, use the media- 
tion of friendly powers; 

2. The Hague Convention of 1907, containing similar decisions; 

Articles 42 and 44 of the Treaty of Versailles which forbade the 
building of fortifications on the left bank of the Rhine: 

4. Article 80 of the Treaty of Versailles stressing the duty of respect- 
ing the full independence of Austria: 

5. Article 99 of the same Treaty — an undertaking by Germany to 
forego all privileges at Memcl ;

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0 . Article 100 of the same Treaty — on the establishment of the 
Free (.lity of Danzig; 

7. Tlx- Treaty of Mutual Guarantee, signed at l.oearno in 1925;

15. rhe Polish-German Agreement of 19-54: 

9. The Hriand-kcllogg I’ael of 1928. 

According to the Tribunal, the solemn renunciation of war as an in- 
strument of stale jKjliey implies logically that a war of aggression is 
illegal. The start oT stteh a war anti its horrible. unavoidable eonsequen- 
ee» are criminal acts. A war of aggression is a lawless ael and those 
guilty of it are subject to sanctions. 

Sir Hartley Shnweross. one of the prosecutor- in the International Tri- 
bunal. describing Germany's guilt. |M>iulrd out that modern history eon- 
tests the opinion that a state cannot be an offender. On the contrary — 

,h, ‘ cvi| s wlK “ n applied by a State in this era or development and 

scientific progress, demands a more severe and efficacious repression 
limn in the ease of the same offence committed bv an individual. 

At the oiii-et of this article we outlined the Polish arguments as oppo- 
sed to the German point of view. W e said that it is not our purpose to 
discuss their relative merits. It seems to us, however, that the arguments 
do not exhaust the whole problem. The superiority of the Polish point 
of view lie-, we believe, first of all in the moral and legal arguments, 
completely independent of the ideas of traditional international law 
based on the conceptions of civil law. Such an approach does not consist 
exclusively in the relationship of victor to vanquished. The clauses which 
will burden Germany, will have (heir source not onlv in the fact that 
German.' was k‘‘«<cn and that the victors can imjtose their will on her. 

The settling of international relations i, not reduced cxelusivelv to the 
principle of -‘non-continuation of war " and will not play into the hands 
of those who appeal for me rev Tor the vanquished and jiu* tend towards 
the restitution of Germany in Iter pre-war frontiers Under the guise of 
raising the standard or life they would like to set restored there the do- 
mination of great monopolistic capital whose ideology might produce 
another Nazi movement and. in consequence, a .hird world war. 

The German Reich was found guilty of international crimes. The Ger- 
man state has been defined as an offender, delations with Germany 
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should he settled on the basis of postulates of international peace. This 
will lie. possible only if some preventive measures are applied to that 
slate. The. preventiv e measures consist, in this ease, .of ceding toGcr- 
manv’s neighbours the base- which had allowed Germans to start wars 
of aggression in the period of the. last thirty years. 1 lie possession 
of those bases by the German state would create a certain dancer to 
peace. The denazification of Germany is a job for generations. In the 
meantime, all at temps at demilitarisation would be frustrated. In the 
present state of technical development, the conversion of heavy industry 
from peace to war production is not a difficult problem. 

The peace and security of tin- international community depend on 
the denazification and demilitarisation of Germany, and these arc im- 
possible to achieve without simultaneously depriving Germany of her 
bases of aggression. 

The application of adequate preventive measures when concluding a 
peace treaty with the state which was found to lie a criminal offender 
would make the demilitarisation of Germany effective. 

The restitution of the Western Territories to Poland is therefore not 
a move dictated onlv bv the w*ish of the Great Powers to grant a terri- 
torial compensation to the most wronged Ally. The merging of the \\ c-t- 
ert| Territories with Poland must he recognised also as the expression 
of new tendencies in relations between nations, which in order to safe- 
guard peace — 

1. put the interests of the international community before the in- 
terests of its members; 

2. recognize the penal responsibility of a state; 

3. recognize the admissibility of applying preventive measures to- 
wards a state which has committed offence*. 

The decision at Potsdam on the subject of Polish frontiers was un- 
doubtedly a step towards the realisation o£ the new tendencies in inter- 
national penal law and was made not only in the interest of Poland, but 
in order to defend the highest supra-national good — the peace of the 
world. Its basis was not the self-interest of one state, but a universal 
principle, concerning the whole international community. In the name 
of this principle, too, clauses have been included in the treaties with 
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Ill ' Vvis satellites concerning the ijuilr ..f these -talcs with regard to the 
crime of aggression. 

A i present. another step ..n thi- road i- m he awaited. In the treaty 
unit Germany a, the main war criminal ' ihe recognition of guilt alone 
Mill nol su I fire, but a |.enal consequence should lie |.ro|io-ed in the shape 
of adeijitate means of safeguarding peace.

The part played by the Former Prussian Eastern 
Provinces in feeding Germany 

One often comes across the statement that there is a danger of Ger- 
many starving as the result of depriving her of the provinces 1\ ing east 
of the Oiler and the Vi estern Neisse. .There is no doubt that if the pre- 
war level of consumption were to he maintained in Germany, it would 
he necessary to increase somewhat the importation of food from abroad 
in consequence of the loss of the eastern provinces, it will be much more 
difficult for the Germans to bring into being their dream of selfstiffi- 
cicuey in the sphere of food consumption, — that dream of every indivi- 
dual who is preparing for war. But did these provinces really feed the 
Heidi, and will their loss really cause starvation? To answer this question 
one has to discover what quantilic-s of basic articles of food were sup- 
plied by the lands situated east of the Oder and Western Neisse. what 
percentage of the production and consumption of the rest of Germany 
these quantities represented. For these figures wc must turn to German 
pre-war statistics, and the investigation has been greatly facilitated for 
us by the work of a German scientist who studied this problem and pu- 
blished the results of hi- research in 1930.* 

# 

All the figures given below are taken from this source, except where 
otherwise stated. We have made adjustments wherever necessary, as 
Volz uses the term “German East"’ to cover an area larger that of the 
Regained Provinces. 

Let us begin with wheat and rye. It appears that in the year 1927/28. 
for instance, the Reich consumption of wheat amounted to 4.895.500 
tons*, whereas the production was 3.567,000 tons. Of this latter amount, 
845.000 tons were grown in the eastern areas, including also 32.297 
square kilometers situated west of the Oder and western Neisse / part of 
Lower Silesia, part of Brandenburg, and part of Pomerania /. These 
eastern districts supplied 50.260 tons of wheat gram to other parts of 
Germany, including Berlin. They also sent 104,320 tons abroad. So that 
altogether the export from these- areas to other parts of Germany and

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abroad amounted to I '>4,380 tons. Hut during the same year 114,000 ton- 
of wheat grain were » nportcd into these areas from the central and 
western provinces of Germany; in other words, some (si. 740 tons more 
wheat grain were imported front than were exported to other p irts of 
Germany, while a further (>.000 tons were imported from abroad. Thus 
the total imports of wheat grain amounted to 120,000 tons, the surplus 
of e\|H>rt over import of wheat grain for these provinces thus bein~ 
34.580 tons. 

In the same year Germany as a whole had a rye consumption amount- 
ing to 6.155.600 tons, while production amounted to 7.680,000 tons**, 
of w bich 3.200.000 tons were grown in tin- ‘’East'’. The export from 
tin- -East ' to other parts of Germany, including Berlin, amounted to 
i:«.f!40 tons of rye grain, while 254.000 tons were exported abroad. So 
the area under discussion had a total export of 432.840 tons. But it must 
he remembered that .hiring the same year 46.000 tons of rye were im- 
ported into this area from other parts of Germany, / so that it had an 
export surplus of 132.840 torts, within Germany / while a further 8,800 
tons were imported from abroad. Altogether 54.800 tons were imported 
into tlm area, the export surplus of these provinces thus amounting to 
378,040 tons. 


Obviou- Iv, in order to get a complete and undistorted picture of the 
situation, these figures need to he corrected, by taking the turnover of 
flour into account. For it appears that in the year under discussion 
203.(300 tons of flour were exported from this area to other parts of 
Ccrmanv. including Berlin, while 101.700 tons were imported - the net 
export surplus thus amounting to 191.900 tons, so far as internal German 
turnover is concerned. 22.500 tons were exported abroad, but 4,100 tons 
were imported from abroad, so in this respect the export surplus amount- 
«■»! to 18.400 tons. Thus the total export surplus of flour from the east- 
ern agricultural areas of Germany amounted to 210,300 Ions net. As the 
focal mills worked on a basis of 70«'„ rye and 3(1 o 0 whea(,one can say 
will, fair accuracy that (ho surplus of rye flour amounted to 147,210 
ions, and of wheat flour to 63.090 tons. Since, after milling, rye has a 
70 «o flour yield, while wheat has a 68 o/ 0 yield, the foregoing figures 
correspond ,o 210.300 tons of rye and 92,780 tons of wheat. I. appears,

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therefore, that the total export surplus of tin- German eastern provinces 
in grain and flour amounted to 127.360 tons of wheat or 4.68 "u of 
the production of the rest of Germany and 588.340 tons of rye / or 
13.13 of the production of the rest of Germany/. But of this Berlin 
and the rest of Gcrmanv consumed only nlKiut 30.000 Ions of wheat / 
or 1.18"n «f its own production', and 333.140 tons of rye / or 
7.4 ov, of its own production. It is then not surprising that the Ger- 
man authority comes to the conclusion that "for the German Bcich the 
east plays no role whatever us a supplier of wheal, and a quite insignifi- 
cant role as the supplier of rye *. 

Further, as we have pointed out, these calculations were made in re- 
spect of an area some 32,297 sq.km, larger than that which Germany 
is losing in the East This represents 27 of the area which was the 
subject of the German investigations. Therefore, assuming that the supply 
of grain to the rest oT Germany came more or less equally from all parts 
of the former eastern areas, we can with fair accuracy reduce the 
figures given above by 27 >«. In considering the extent to which the 
I’olish Regained Provinces supplied Germany with grain, we have to 
make a further reduction *• since they constitute rather less than 70 "o 
of the area to which the above quoted figure refers. It therefore trans- 
pires that the Polish Regained Provinces supplied Germany with some 
22,500 tons of wheat and some 233,000 tons of rye. This constitutes 
0.77 °o of the wheat production and 4.53 "o of the rve production of 
the rest of Germany. Moreover, it constituted 0.46 »,o of the wheat and 
3.78 "A. of the rve consumed in the whole of Germany in the year 192. 28. 


We now turn to the problem of the supply of potatoes to Germany by 
these Termer eastern provinces. In this ruse the German writer we are 
quoting drew up statistics relating to an area rather smaller than m the 
rase of grain, and this area amounted to only 8.408 sq.km, more than 
the area Germany is losing in the East***. In the years under discussion

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the consumption in Germany amounted to some 34,000,000 tons*, while 
production was some 40.000,000 tons. Of this, 12,700,000 tons were har- 
vested in the areas with which we are concerned. However, -the export 
of potatoes from the. eastern provinces to Berlin and the rest of Germany 
amounted to not more than 750,000 tons /or 2:74«/ 0 of the production in 
the rest of Germany, and 2.2 <y 0 of the total consumption in Germany /. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that Volz comes to the conclusion that 
Uic “Reich has no need whatever of the cast / i. c. the eastern provin- 
ees./for its supply of potatoes”**. If we make the same adjustment for 
potatoes as we have made for grain, it appears that the Polish Regained 
Provinces supplied no more than 622,500 tons of potatoes / 2.27 > of 
the production of the rest of Germany, and 1.83 o/ 0 of the total con- 
sumption / of the rest of the country. 

Now let us consider the .juestion of pigs and pork products. In this 
e.tsc the German writer gives figures for a larger area / exceeding the 
area lost to Germany bv 32,297 sqarc kilometre /. In 1928, 1.628.000 
pigs and young pigs were sent from this area to the rest of Germany, 
including Berlin, but in return it received 302.500 head, so that in 
regard to internal turnover the export surplus over import was 1,325,500 
head. But it must be remembered that a further 2,500 head were sent 
abroad, while 10.000 head were imported from abroad, so that the net 
export surplus of these areas was 1.318,000 head. Making the analogous 
ad justment to those made for previous iiems, it appears that the Polish 
Regained Provinces provided the rest of Germany with 927.500 head oT 
swine in 1928. the net export surplus being 922,600 head. In the areas 
now remaining to Germany there were some 16.320.000 head, or appro- 
ximately equal to the local consumption. Thus the Polish Regained Provin- 
ce> sent some 5.68 n o of the local stock and consumption of the rest of Gcr- 
rnany. or some 4.63 *'« of the total German consumption. 

With regard to cattle from the same area as that dealt with above in 
respect of swine. 629.000 head were sent in 1928 to the rest of Germany 
including Berlin, while 52,500 head were received. Thus the export sur- 
plus was 576.500 head. Since 13,000 brad of cattle were imported from 
abroad during the same period, the net export surplus was 563.500 head.

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Making the usual the same period, the net export surplus was 563,000 
head. Making the usual adjustment, we reach the conclusion that in 
1928 the Polish Regained Provinces supplied the rest of Germany with 
383,500 head of cattle, or some 2.75 «/o of its total *. 

Here it must be pointed out that other German scientific works deal- 
ing with various aspects of the problem of food-supply, reach figiffes 
which closely approximate tn those cited, and confirm the accuracy of 
our calculation**. 

Therefore, seeing- that before the war the Regained Provinces sup- 
plied Germany with only 0.77 o/ 0 of the wheat produced in the areas left 
to Germany, and only 4.53 o/« of the rye. 2.27 o/ 0 of the potato produc- 
lion. 5.68 o,o of the requirements in swine, and only 2. » 5 o/o of the cattle, 
it is impossible to say that the eastern areas fed the Reich. Even if wc 
admit that all the German writers concerned with this problem took a 
propaganda attitude to it, and sought for political reasons to dcmonstiale 
that tho Eastern Prussian provinces were not adequately exploited in , 

the state economy, it Is impossible to ignore the testimony of these figu- 
res. Wc have, it is true, to add a certain quantity of frozen and smoked 
meat sent mainly to Berlin, and a certain quantity of dairy products / 
especially cheese /. But even this does not alter the actual fact that before 
the war the eastern provinces played a very insignificant part in feed- 
ing Germany. It follows that the assertion that, if Germany is deprived 
of the areas' lying cast of the Oder-Western Neissc line, this will have a 
catastrophic effect an food supplies to Germany, is quite unfounded — 
the more so if the living standards of the Germans arc to be reduced by 
30 o/o in accordance wilh Allied decisions.
